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WEEKLY REVIEW. 


In the various lines of trade represented by 
the REPORTER, with the exception of Paints, 
trade has shown a decided improvement dur- 
ing the past few days. Animal, fish and vege- 
table oils, especially cotton oil, are steady with 
an improved tendency. In drugs there isa 
good business doing, and the general tone of 
the market is firm with prices favoring the 
holders. Chemicals are rather firmer under 
more demand for future delivery. Dyes are 
also doing better under the stimulus given to 
business by the large transactions in cutch, Pe- 
troleum is dull but steady. 

There has been a much better demand for 
loanable funds from the interior and on the 
spot, and the rates of exchange are in favor of 
the outflow of money from this centre. As 
high as 5 per cent bas been paid on call, but 
the clesing rate is 2@3 per cent. Commercial 
paper is in good supply, but the demand is 
light. We quote 60 to 90 days’ indorsed bills 
receivable at 414@5 per cent. four months 
commission house names at 5@5}4, and good 
single names, jobbers, having four to six 
months to run, 544@6% per cent. The fol- 
lowing are the rates of exchange on New 
York: Savannah, par; selling 4@4 premium.

SUMMARY 


The shutting down of the different 
White Lead works in St. Louis sug- 
gests the advisability of a general stop- 
page of production as a good way to 
allow the absorption of the surplus 
stocks which has acted as a heavy 
weight in preventing the improvement 
in prices warranted by the high cost 
of raw material; we consider this sub- 
ject in connection with the proposed 
pooling arrangement which has been 
offered asa solution of many of the 
perplexities of the trade; the report 
that the rule abolishing sales of White 
Lead for forward delivery men- 
tioned last week, is shown to 
have been a mistake and the probable 
cause of the error given. The article 
ou “Loaded Sponges” in our last issue 
has attracted widespread and favora- 
ble comment from the trade; we follow 
it with another, correcting some false 
impressions and offering suggestions 
by following which buyers of Sponges 
may avoid becoming victims of the 
cupidity of a certain class of sellers. 
The report of the Bureau of Statistics 
giving comparisons of imports and ex- 
ports for the fiscal years 1834 85 and 
1885-6 is presented in this issue, with 
editorial comments upon the facts 
shown by the figures of the bureau. 
Cacao Butter has attracted considera- 
ble attention recently owing to the ac- 
tion of the manufacturers in agreeing 


to send no more of it to the public auc- 
tions; the result of this action and the 
probable future of the market are out- 
lined in a short article. The question 
of mutual fire insurance among the 
wholesale drug trade has not attracted 
the attention it deserves; aftera strong 
effort to introduce the feature, the 
committee of five members of the Na- 
tional Wholesale Association have con- 
cluded to let the matter drop until the 
next annual convention in September 
when a discussion of the report may 
renew the interest. The State officers 
of Pennsylvania having declined 
to give petroleum’ refiners the 
benefit of the new law exempt- 
ing manufacturers from a_ special 
tax on their capital stock, the Supreme 
Court has come to their aid by decid- 
ing that they are manufacturers in the 
full meaning of the law, but that the 
tax for eight months of last year must 
be paid. Three new contrivances are 
described for testing oils and wax, 
which will prove of considerable inter- 
est to the trade in general. Horse 
Oil is still heard from, and inguiry de- 
velops the fact that the consumption 
is larger than the supply, although 
surrounded by cheaper and better sub- 
stitutes. Once more we hear that the 
trade in American Lubricating Oils is 
declining on German soil in favor of 
Russian products, but the circulation 
of these reports will not deter home 
refiners from shipping lubricants as 
usual to the German Empire. A com- 
parative table, with remarks, is given, 
to show the business done in chemicals 
for the past six months at Liverpool 
and Newcastle. 

The B. & O. Railroad has not been 
competing for the oil-carrying trade, 
but the officials are now investigating 
the prospects of the Washington field, 
and if it comes up to their expecta- 
tions, tank cars will be constructed. 
The transportation of petroleum from 
the wells of Baku to the various dis- 
tributing points of Russia has been 
made a study by the chief operators, 
and the progress met with is stated in 
another column. A new steamship is 
loading a cargo of refined oil at Bay- 
onne for transportation in bulk across 
the ocean, which is the first experi- 
ment by steamer, as former bulk car- 
goes were carried by sailing vessels. 
Consul Mason writes concerning the pe- 
troleum trade at Marseilles. Wells are 
being bored in the vicinity of Ellen- 
ville, Ulster Connty, N. Y., for oil, and 
a productive field is looked for. The 
Indian Government is considering the 
advisability of boring some old oil 
wells deeper, as they were not put 
down further than five hundred feet. 
The territory leased by James G. 
Blaine in Western Pennsylvania is 
being devoloped rapidly in the hope of 
finding large deposits of oil and gas. 
An interesting review is given of pe- 
truleum stocks at the Continental 
ports for the past five years. 


A conference of scientists was held 
recently in connection with the colon- 
ial exhibition for the purpose of dis- 
cussing the dyestuffs produced by 
India, and making them better known. 
A receiver is now conducting the busi- 
ness carried on by Martin Kalbfleish’s 
Sons, on account of family difficulties. 
The Pittsburg glass manufacturers 
are said to have decided on a reduc- 
tion of wages, but the announcement 
is not official. The flint glass makers 
will not be at the expense of putting 
in new pots this season, on account of 
natural gas. Mr. E. K. Muspratt, of 
the Society of Chemical Industry, 
gives a history of the alkali trade. 
Contracts for drugs, paints, etc. to 
supply the Government of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, have been awarded. 
An account is given of the vermilion 
industry in China and the process of 
manufacture. The deposits of man- 
ganese in Alabama are attracting at- 
tention. White and black pepper are 
said to be in a good position as shown

CACAO BUTTER. 

Considerable interest has of late 
been manifested in cacao butter owing 
to reports of large sales during the 
past few weeks. Reports are some- 
what conflicting concerning the true 
status of the article. From one source 
we learn that the manufacturers have 
formed a combination and agreed to 
send no more of their pruduct to the 
public auctions at Amsterdam and Lon- 
don, while another informant states 
that such a report is unfounded and is 
absurd, for the reason that the various 
manufacturers in Holland and England 
have different ways of disposing of 
their goods, some sending them to the 
auctions, while others dispose of them 
at private sale. Those who make the 
first mentioned statement look for 
much higher prices after the public 


sale today (Wednesday) which ac- 
cording to them  is_ the last 
at which the commodity . will 


appear, while the others are of the 
opinion that the price will go no 
higher, and is likely to decline as soon 
as the present interest in cacao butter 
subsides. Whichever is correct, there 
is no doubt that a considerable im- 
provement has taken place in the 
price of the article, and a large quan- 
tity of stock has been disposed of on 
the other side of late. Last year the 
price did not fall below twenty-five 
cents per pound for Euglish, but ow- 
ing toa lack of demand, stocks accu- 
mulated, and since the beginning of 
this year seventeen cents has been ac- 
cepted. The Dutch product sold ata 
few cents per pound more, and for that 
reason is not consumed to the same 
extent in this market as the Euglish, 
Since the demand tegan to increase 
and stocks to shrink prices have ad- 
vanced, until at present the quotations 
are twenty-three to twenty-four cents, 
respectively, for English and Dutch, 
though small sales have been made at 
somewhat higher figures. As a specu- 
lative article, cacao butter presents 
few attractions. As a by-product of the 
cacao bean, in the manufacture of 
what is technically known as ‘ break- 
fast cocoa.” its chief use is as an ingre- 
dient in candies. When the price is 
low the confectioners are large buyers, 
but when it advances they find a

WHITE LEAD MATTERS, 


The St. Louis corroders of lead, it is 
reported, have agreed to shut down 
their works dvring the month of 
August. Heretoforeit has been their 
practice to stop work for two weeks 
during the heated term, but the de- 
pressed condition of trade during the 
past six months or more and the un- 
profitable prices obtained for their 
product, in the face of a rising market 
for the raw material, has induced 
them to extend the shut down period 
two weeks longer this year. This may 
suggest a solution of a problem that 
has been asource of worry and dissat- 
isfaction to the lead corroders through- 
out the country. One of the chief 
causes of the unprofitable condition 
of the white lead trade, and one which 
has made itself plainly apparent for 
many years past, is over production. 
Cousidering the many obstacles en- 
countered, a reasonably strong organi- 
zation has been effected by the cor- 
roders, through which they have suc- 
ceeded in obliterating many of the ob- 
jectionable features that have tended 
to demoralize the trade in the past, 
but they have not been able to prevent 
excessive production—one of the prin- 
cipal factors in producing past disa- 
greements between the members of the 
trade. It is, therefore, suggested that 
the example of the St. Louis corroders

The almost inevit- 
able result has been that the disap- 
pointment of these expectations has 
compelled the new-comers to seek 
other outlets, which were only to be 
found in territory already covered, and 
the competition thus created has of 
necessity increased the embarrass— 
ments induced by the previously exist- 
ing surplus in the markets thus in- 
vaded. 

Such widely different methods as 
are here presented are most serious 
obstacles to the general adoption of 
the St. Louis corroders’ plan, and 
under existing circumstances to over- 
come them seems an impossible task. 
A solution of the problem is pre- 


sented in the suggestion of one 
of the members of the _ trade, 
made at one of the_ periodical 


conferences of the corroders. It has 
been pointed out that a pooling or con- 
solidation of the corroding interests 
is the only way out of complications 
which have rendered the business any- 
thing but desirable. The success 
which has attended the operations of 
such organizations in other, and pos- 
sibly less promising fields, is taken as 
an indication that if the system 
were applied to the white lead trade 
it would place iton a profitable and 
solid foundation, by removing all 
the small, as well as the more im- 
portaut, drawbacks now surround- 
ing it, and consolidating the _ in- 
terests of the trade in a Wanner 
which the variety of methods now fol- 
lowed make impossible. Individual 
prejudices, coupled with an incomplete 
understanding of the plan proposed, 
has prevented a satisfactory discussion 
of its merits heretofore, but the friends 
of the plan entertain hopes that the 
time wil: come when its undoubtedly 
great advantages over present systems 
will be recognized and a:iopted. 
Considering the manifold disadvan- 
tages at present attending the trade in 
white lead,a good feature is the evident 
determination of the corroders to live 
up to the rules they have made for 
their protection against some of the 
evils which have unsettled and demor- 
alized the trade in the past. In this 
connection, it gives us much pleasure 
to state that the report of an evasion 
of the rule prohibiting sales for fature 
delivery, brief mention of which was 
made in our market report last week, 
appears to be without substantial 
foundation in fact. It probably origi- 
nated in a misunderstanding or a con- 
fusion of the terms “‘litharge” and 
** white lead,” although a considerable 
stretch of imagivation would be re- 
quired to contound the two. In view 
of the fact that the alleged delinquent 
corroder was also a manufacturer of 
litharge, such an explanation, how-

ever, would appear reasonable. The 

ompetition between the litharge man- 
ufacturers has been very sharp, and 
has frequently led to the sacrifice of 
profits, so that a report that a manu- 
facturer, in placing extensive contracts, 
had found the section in which his 
customers reside flooded with Western 
product would not be a matter of great 
surprise. The rule abolishing con- 
tracts for white lead for future deliv- 
ery. which has been in operation since 
April ist, this year, seems to have 
given the greatest satisfaction to both 
buyers and sellers, and has prevented 
many of the misunderstandings which 
arose under the old system. There are, 
as there always will be with any rule 
for the general benefit, some fault- 
finders, but so far as our information 
extends no bonafide instances of viola- 
tion have been brought to the atten- 
tion of the Executive Committee of 
the Corroders’ Association, and we re- 
peat that we are glad to find the in- 
timation that some one of the cor- 
roders had forgotten his obligations 
has every appearance of being un- 
founded. 
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SHIPMENTS OF HEAVY CHEM- 
ICALS. 


Statistics have recently come to 
hand giving the shipments of chem- 
icals for the first six months of the 
year as compared with the correspond- 
ing period of 1885. Nearly all of the 
leading articles show a falling off in 
shipmemnts from Liverpool, while 
from Newcastle a_ slight increase is 
noticeable. Values have since the 


first of the year gradually declined 
with the exception of those of 
bleaching powder, which have main- 
tained a steady appearance, duein a 
measure to the continuance of the 
syndicate of the manufacturers on the 
other side. Carbonated and caustic 
soda ash both have felt the inroads 
made upon their usual outlet by the 
ammonia alkali, which in many in- 
stances, owing to the cheapness of the 
article, is largely substituted for the 
ordinary soda ash. Contracts extend- 
ing over this year and all of 1887 have 
been made on the hasis of one and 
fifteen hundredths cents, and in some 
cases where there has been strong 
competition a shade under this figure 
has been accepted. At one time it 
was predicted that the German makes 
of alkali would have a material effect 
upon values as soon as they began to 
come forward, but the promptness 
with which Messrs. Brunner, Mond & 
Co. met these offerings by lower figures 
has diseouraged the shipments of Ger- 
man alkalies to this country for the 
time being, although a small shipment 
is now on the way. The low prices 
that have prevailed of late for prime 
brands of forty-eight per cent. glass 
ash have induced many of the glass 
manufacturers to place their orders for 
next season’s fire at figures much below 
those current for many years in the 
past for prime brands of soda ash. 
It is reported that these low prices 
would have been disastrous to many 
of the foreign manufacturers had it 
not been for the high prices ebtained 
for their output of bleaching powder, 
which, as stated, is controlled by a 
syndicate of the makers, who regulate 
the price as well as the output from 
month to month. Otherwise asa prom- 
inent foreign maker in a recent speech 
intimated, ‘“‘there would have been 
fewer manufacturers present at the 
dinner unless they walked, had they 
depended alone on the manufacture of 
soda ash for their profits.” In order 
that our readers may have a correct 
statement of the shipments to the 
United States and Canada forthe past 
six months we give the following ta- 
bles, prepared by Messrs. Robert 


Crooks & Co. of Liverpool: 
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From this it would appear that soda 
ash shows an increase over 1885, owing 
to the fact that the large shipments of 
ammonia alkali are included in these 
returns. Another feature worthy of 
notice is the increase in the shipments 
of vicarbonate of soda, notwithstand- 
ing the fact of an almost prohibitive 
duty of three cents per pound which 
is imposed on this article. Several 
shipments made by the ammonia al- 
kali makers have receutly come to 
hand. This, with reports which have 
been current of late in regard to its 
manufacture at Syracuse, New York, 
indicates the probability that the 
American manufacturers willsoon have 
strong competitors in the field for a 
share of the trade which they have 
controlled of late. Shipments from 
Newcastle nearly all show a gain, 
though many of the works have been 
idle, while others have made reductions 
in their output, bleaching powder 
and soda crystals being the most prom- 
inent,the former being outside of the 
control of the syndicate, the manufac- 
ture having been pushed quite large- 
ly as is shown by the increase in ship- 
ments for the past six months, which 
are given as follows:

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EXEMPTING MANUFACTURING 
CORPORATIONS FROM TAX. 

A decision by Judge McPherson, of 
Harrisburg, last week, settles a dis- 
puted point which concerns manufac- 
turers in Pennsylvania, and especially 
those represented by the REPORTER. 
The Keystone State was so magnani- 
mous as to pass a revenue bill last year 
exempting manufacturing corporations 
from special taxation, and as the word 
“manufacturing” covers a multitude 
of trade interests, there was a general 
desire to elevate every kind of business, 
no matter how insignificant, to the 
grade of manufacturing in order to 
take advantage of the law. The at- 
tention of the Pennsylvania courts has 
been mostly occupied in classifying the 
different lines of trades and deciding 
the character of business liabie to the 
special tax. Judge McPherson has 
sustained the claims of the Chester Oil 
Company and the Pennsylvania Salt 
Manufacturing Company, in so far as 
the bill relates, but he maintains that 
they, as well as all other corporations, 
are liable for the eight months tax due 
when the bill became a law—in other 
words that the law does not ex- 
empt for allof last year. He decided 
that oil companies were manufactur- 
ing corporations and that they should 
take the benefit of the act. Consider- 
able testimony has been heard in a 
number of cases and some firms were 
found to have borrowed the word 
“manufacturers” without giving it a 
ligitimate meaning by practical dem- 
onstration. It is expected that the 
examination found necessary by the 
demands for exemption, will reduce 
the number of would-be manufacturers 
in that State. 
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CONCERNING LOADED SPONGES. 


The article on loaded sponges in our 
last issue has attracted wide and favor- 
able comment from dealers in sponges, 
the general opinion being that the 
warning was timely, and that the con- 
suming trade should take the facts to 
heart and govern themselves accord- 
ingly. On further investigation we 
find that very few houses here resort 
to the tricks exposed in these columns 
last week, and these may be easily 
singled out from the reputable firms, 
who have built up their business by 
square and honest dealing. It is but 
fair to the sponge trade to say when 
commenting upon practices which 
might be understood to be common to 
all, that when the article above re- 
ferred to was written we had no single 
house in mind, and might bear testi- 
mony to the integrity of the majority 
of those engaged in a business which 
from the difficulties which surround it, 
and which through the disreputable 
actions of people formerly connected 
with it and of some who still dishonor 
it, it is rendered peculiarly liable to 
misunderstanding if not suspicion. 
The buyer of sponges is warned to be- 
ware of those who have knowingly 
placed themselves in the last-named 
class, and to be careful to ascertain 
that they are dealing with an honest,

Most of the oil is said 
to be used principally for compounding 
mineral oils, and for reselling in small 
tin cans under a fancy name as harness 
oil. Thesupply being limited accord- 
ing to the mortality among horses, 
there is no prospect of the industry 
growing, unless dog oil be substituted 
and sold undera false name. The use 
of animal, fish and compounded oils 
for lubricating purposes is on a rapid 
decline, as the improvements in the 
manufacture of mineral lubricants to 
suit all purposes have changed the 
views of consumers. The prejudice 
and old time customs are being sup- 
planted by the new order of things, 
which places mineral oils in the lead. 
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MUTUAL FIRE INSURANCEIN THE 
DRUG TRADE. 

The five members of the special com- 
mittee appointed at the last annual 
meeting of the National Wholesale 
Drug Association, to consider the sub- 
ject of mutual fire insurance, have fin- 
ally come to the conclusion that the 
time has not yet arrived for undertak- 
ing a new system of fire insurance and 
will so report at the next meeting to be 
held at the Falls of St. Anthony,on the 
third Tuesdayl of September. The 
committee, through Mr. D. C. Robbins, 
the chairman,'‘prepared a plan and had 
it printed in circular form, acopy of 
which was sent to every member of the 
Association for criticism or modifica- 
tion. They were asked to inform the 
committee in regard to the rates of in- 
surance they were paying, so that 
some agreement could be arrived at af- 
ter a full expression from the trade. 
Mr. Robbins entered into this work en- 
thusiastically and held himself in read- 
iness to answer all inquiries, in addi- 
tion to sending out the circulars and 
receiving responses but several months 
have elapsed without the expected re- 
sult being reached. Out of two hun- 
dred different firms who received a copy 
of the proposed plan and suggestions, 
only sixteen, not including the commit- 
tee, found sufficient interest in the sub- 
ject to acknowledge receipt of the same 
and they were careful not to mention 
the rates of insurance paid by them—a 
most important item in the considera- 
tion of fire insurance. The views of the 
city wholesale drug trade were obtain- 
ed by occasional talks with the chair- 
map, and it was plainly manifested 
that the trade could not be pursuaded 
toactin a body. The National As- 
sociation has been charged with a want 
of accomplishment in practical matters,

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NEW CONTRIVANCES FOR TESTING 
OILS AND WAX. 


The old methods of testing lubricat- 
ing and illuminating oils are being rel- 
egated to the past ages, as fresh dis- 
coveries of science are constantly 
adding improved processess for the 
benefit of the manufacturers and con- 
sumers alike. Dr. F. W. Arvine, of this 
city, has just completed three applian- 
ces for the better prosecution of his 
work, and as he never applies for a 
patent, the important inventions are 
open for adoption by the trade at large. 
An instrument for making a diagram 
of the burning quality of illuminating 
oils, is now in operation. To estimate 
the burning quality of an oil it is cus- 
tomary to weigh the lamp with its 
contents each hour and make a record 
of the oil consumed. This method is 
very tedious and requires to be done 
carefully in order to make the test of 
any value. The object of this simple 
apparatus is to record the oil consumed 
each hour and show the rate of con- 
sumption by diagram which is automat- 
ically drawn on paper with a steel point 
andink. The motion tothe cylinder 
carrying the diagram is imparted by 
the burning of the oil in the lamp by 
which the test is being made and this, 
witb the aid of an ordinary clock move- 
ment, describes graphically the rate of 
consumption in the lamp. The instru- 
ment occupies scarcely more space than 
a lamp and is constructed of iron, pro- 
tected by an outer iron case, and so 
made as to be strong and durable 
for active service. 

To arrive at the melting point of wax 
is now made easy by a new inst) ument 
invented by Dr. Arvine. It consists uf 
a hollow funnel heated by a circula- 
tion of water warmed bya lamp or 
burner. The thermometer is placed in 
the center of the funnel in such a way 
as to indicate the temperature at which 
the wax commences to melt. The 
melting points as found by this instru- 
ment does not differ from those ob- 
taived in ordinary careful tests, but 
the advantage gained is in the matter 
of time and the small amount of wax 
necessary to test. It is possible to 
make half a dozen tests in ten minutes 
with a thimbleful of wax. Hehas also 
devised a new cold test machine, dif 
ferent from the other one described in 
these columns about a year ago, in the 
fact that the latest invention is more 
simple in detail and more compact. 
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The cold is produced by liquified am- 
monia held ina solid cast steel chamber 
of spherical form. It is claimed to be 


method to determine the existence of 
foreign substances in the oil. All the 
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considered of these is usually the ex- 
pense of carrying stock, for which a 
remedy is apparently not wanted. 

It was proposed to form two separate 
combinations, to embrace fifty firms 
each, one for firms wanting fifty thou- 
sand dollars insurance each, and an- 
other for firms wanting twenty five 
thousand dollars each. The first de- 
posit of premium being one thousand 
dollars for the first and five hundred 
dollars for the second, with a further 
liability, limited to two thousand dol- 
lars and one thousand dollars each, to 
be paid in case of a widely extended 
fire in a single city, or a contempora- 
neous conflagration in different cities. 

It was believed that the above plan 
of inter-insurance was specially suited 
to the drug trade, as merchants and as 
manufacturers; that it afforded better 
protection against loss by fire than the 
average assurance of chartered compa- 
nies. It involved no outlay of capital 
at the beginning, assuming the average 
of premiums to be two per cent: it in- 
sured prompt payment for losses if con- 
fined to the trade, and the contingency 
of a limited liability of an assessment 
from two thousand or one thousand 
dollars obligation involved, would bea 
very remote one, if due caution was 
taken in risks, and due precaution in- 
serted in the contract for membership. 

These advantages were made plain 
to the trade at large, but a change not 
being desired, according to the indif- 
ference manifested, the committee 
dropped the subject after preparing 
the report for next meeting. It is not 
too late yet for action; many parties 
have doubtless overlooked the matter 
in the hurry of business, and this re- 
minder may influence them to send 
their opinions to the chairman. It 
would be an agreeable surprise to the 
committee to have the agitation started 
afresh, thus necessitating an altera- 
tion in the report, and probably result- 
ing in something more tangible. 
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AMERICAN LUBRICATING OLLS IN 
GERMANY. 


An American consul who, has inves- 
tigated the petroleum industry in Ger- 
many says that American lubricating 
oil is being gradually driven out of that 
country by Russian oil. The Ameri- 
ean product has been used there since 
1887, but the strong efforts which have 
been made for the past two years to 
supersede it, are resulting in a serious 
competition if we are to accept all the 
accounts from abroad. The only argu- 
ment advanced in favor of Russian 
lubricants are their acknowledged ad- 
vantage in the matter of cold test, 
which would of course be preferred in 
such cold climates as Russia. The con- 
sul found, however, that the American 
cylinder oil was more popular for heavy 
machiuery and that the general run of 
lubricants made in the United States 
were specifically lighter than the Rus- 
sian. Some railway companies in Ger- 
many require that their lubricants 
shall consist of pure mineral oils free 
of sediment, have a fire test of 150 de- 
grees and cold test of ten degrees in 
winter. 

They would not be difficult to satisfy 
at that rate and no doubt find what 
they want without any trouble. It is 
thought that the trade in Russian oil 
will be checked somewhat by the slow 
means of transportation, as the route 
from Russia is not only long and cir- 
euitous, but the Volga, the Baltic Sea 
and canals are closed about five 
months in the year. . As no figures are 
given to show the extent of the compe- 
tition, the public will naturally hesi- 
tate to accept the reports of American 
refiners losing their hold on Germany 
without being accompanied by some 
tangible proof. 
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Castor oil is finding its way to Hull again after 
neglecting that port for thirty-four years. Liv- 
erpool is the usual English mart for this deli- 
cacy.—Chemist and Druggist, 















IMPORTS AND EXPORTS FOR A 
YEAR. 


We are in receipt of the regular monthly 
summary statement of the Bureau of Statistics 
connected with the Treasury Department, 
which brings the statistics of imports and ex- 
ports to the end of the fiscal year, June 30, 
1886, with comparisons with the figures for the 
preceding twelve months. From this state- 
ment we learn that the imports for the month 
ef June were so large in some instances as to 
greatly reduce the difference in comparisons 
previously made, in a number of cases having 
wiped out this difference entirely. Still there 
is enough variety in the statement to make it a 
subject of interest,explaining the causes of 
fluctuations in priceswhich did not appear 
very clear at the time. space will not permit 
a lengthy analysis of the statement, but we 
select a few of the most notable instances as 
examples. Artificial alizarine was imported 
this year to a large extent, the low 
prices causing a considerable increase in 
the consumption. The figures for the year 
show a gain in the imports of both natural and 
artificial of 858,771 lbs. Although the importa- 
tions of cochineal for June were 3.789 lbs in 
excess of those for the same month in 1885, the 
difference for the year was 117,603 lbs in favor 
of 1585. Gum arabic imports were 65,412 Ibs 
less in June this year than last, and 361,610 Ibs 
less in the twelve months. Of indigo we im- 
ported 670 989 lbs less this year than last. The 
imports of bleaching powder and other heavy 
chemicals form the subject of an exkaustive 
article in this issue, and require no special men- 
tion here. There is still an excess amounting 
to over one hundred per cent in the imports of 
licorice root compared with those of last year. 
though the receipts for the month decreased 
897,099 los. The increase in the receipts of mu- 
riate of potash during the twelve months was 
about 6,000,000 Ibs, and the decrease in the im- 
ports of quinia salts about 66.000 oz, although 
the receipts of the latter for June were 127,846 
oz, against 56,480 oz in June last year. The im- 
ports of nitrate of soda were about ten 
million pounds less, ef brimstone, 21,000 
tons more, and vanilla beans 3,000 Ibs less 
than for the preceding year. Of duty free es- 
sentiul oils we got 298,498 lbs., of spices 2,314,854 
lbs., of bristles 285,828 lbs., of glycerine 2 869,876 
ibs., and of crude opium 138,107 Ibe. more than 
the previous twelve months, while of salt peter 
we received 878,797 lbs. lese. Coal tar colors 
showa gain as doalso deyewood extracts in 
spite of the dull trade. The decrease in window 
glass exports amounted to about 2,500,000 Ibs. 
for the year, while all other glass exports, 
tiuted,rolled and rough plate excepted, show 
an increase. Olive oil imports increased 147,426 
gallons and other dutiable fixed or expressed 
oils 45,063 gallons. In dutiable essential 
oila the increase was about 10,006 Ibs. The gain 
in the imports of paints and colors is repre- 
sented by $90,067. 

Our exports show a slight increase, the total 
value of the shipments of drugs, chemicals and 
patent medicines being $507,275 more than last 
year. The shipments of fertilizers increased 
about one-third and those of gljucose in about 
the same proportion. The shipments of glues 
also show a gain as do also the exports of soap 
stock. The shipments of navai stores, including 
spirits of turpentine, fell off 928,677 bbis, The 
ethipments of animal oils increased 487,567 gal- 
lons, and those of mineral oils, not including 
residuum, 16,444,860, the gain being only in il- 
luminating oile. Cottonseed oil exports fell off 

24,140 gallons, while essential oils increased 
28,°94. There was a gain of only $6,000in 
paints and colores and a decrease of 110,000 Ibs. 
in paraffine wax shipments. Quicksilver ex- 
ports increased 21,060 flasks, though the ship- 
ments for the month were about half as much 
asin June last year. Varnish exports are in- 
creasing, the gain for the twelve months being 
about 4,000 gallona.

The great demand for menthol that has arisen 
during the last two or three years has caused a 
great increase in the cultivation of peppermint 
in Japan, says a London exchange. According, 
however, to a statement in a circular issued by 
Messrs. Cocking, of Yokobama, nearly the 
whole of the new plantations have been laid 
down—through ignorance or carelessness— with 
a very inferior variety of this plant, known 
among peppermint growers as the green kind, 
which yields under unfavorable conditions an 
oil having a rank turpentiny or camphoraceous 
smell. 


A new substance for thickening lubricating 
oils hae, according to Dr. L. Marquardt, been 
found in alluminium oleate, a solution of 
which in mineral oils is sold as “liquid gelatin,” 
though it contains not a trace of gelatin. This 
adulterating agent during use separates out 
from the mineral oii especially if it comes in 
contact with water. The aluminium oleate can 
be recognized by separating the fatty acids 
with dilute hydrochloric acid and saponifying 
with soda lye, and also by determining the ash. 
In pure mineral oils the ash does not exceed 
0.058 per cent.—Zeitscir f. Ana,. Chemie. 


Is Fink still abroad in the land with his notor- 
ious lubricating compound? It would seem so 
according to the following telegram from 
Albany: “A large number of foundrymen in 
this vicinity have been the victims of a man of 
good appearance, claiming to come from Cleve- 
land, O., who is selling the right to make a 
mixture for “facing’’ and lubricating purposes. 
He exhibits a large book containing recom- 
mendations of the mixture and gets from $100 
to $500 for it. He has sold it very largely to 
malleable iron concerns, and has disappeared. 
It is believed he is now in the New England 
States. The mixture is worthless. 


The steps which are being taken by the Bos- 
ton authorities looking to a more thorough 
enforcement of the law in regard to licenses to 
“manufacture, refine, mix, store or keep for 
sale any oil or fluid composed wholly or in part 
of the products of petr leum,” have resulted 
in the members of the paint and oil trade prac- 
tically agreeing not to sell any of the vils that 
come under the classification, and arrange- 
ments have been made with two large manu- 
facturers by which the persons engaged in this 
trade can give their orders on those manufao- 
turers, who will keep oil specially stored for 
the purpose, At present many applications 


from small dealers hava been received, but 
very few have been acted upon. In perhaps 
three or four cases licenses are said to have 
been refused to the applicants. No fee is asked 
for the license. 


The affairs of the firm of Davis, Sacker & 
Perkins, spice manufacturers, recently report- 
ed assigned, are ina very unsatisfactory state. 
Mr. J B. Richardson in bebalf of the investi- 
gating committee presented a report in which 
he states that the assets were being wasted. 
Since the assignment of the firm on June 15, 
the assignee has paid out to himself, the two 
partners and the clerks, $300 a week, $30 going 
to each of the partners ani $25 to the assignee. 
He went on to say that the books of the firm 
were unreliable, and neither from them nor 
from the debtors themselves could any infor- 
mation conzerning the way the present finan- 
cial dificulty was brought about, be elicited. 
Judge Brooks, in deference to the wishes of 
the creditors, removed Mr. Horace L. Perkins, 
the assignee, and put a sheriff in charge of the 
firm’s affairs.—Boston Bul/etin. 


There is one glass works that bas been run- 
ning all through the year without any stoppage 
ofany kind, and that is the factory of the 
Mississippi Glass Company, at the north of the 
town. Thisisa plate glass works, and as the 
plate glass workers have no union, and conse- 
quently enforce no general abandonment of 
work throughout the country during the heat- 
ed season, itis not usual for the place to be 
closed during the summer. There is one reason 
put forward by the firm why, in any case, 
there would be no need for work ceasing with 
them on account of the high temperature. 
That is, they use a patented furnace, which is 
coming into extended use in the trade, and 
which is said to produce but a minimum of 
hest externally, so that men can work at it all 
through the summer. This firm, though at 
present very busy. indeed, in turning out the 
peculiar decorative plate glass it makes a 
specialty of, is in the midst of extensive build- 
ing operations. By the Ist of September the 
place is expected to be running with double its 
present capacity. It is expected then to turn 
out 10,000 feet of glass per day. The firm claims 
that its antique window glass is catching the 
market all over the country, and they are get- 
ting in about ten orders for about one that 
they are able toexecute. They are at present 
working two relays of men in the daytime and 
one at night.—St. Louis Globe-Dem cra’.

The Meaning of C. i. f. 
LOUISVILLE, July 30, 1886. 


Editor O11, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER: 

Please inform us as to the commercial under- 
standing of c. i. f. (cost, insurance and freight), 
or c. f.—cost and freight. We understand it to 
beaf.o. b. term with freight or insurance as 
the case may be, guaranteed. Your attention 
will much oblige, K. 

(C. i. f. means the addition of freight end in- 
surance to the original cost. If goods were 
shipped c.i.f. from Louisville to New York, 
for instance, the buyer here would expect to 
receive them on dock with all freight charges 
and insurance paid by the seller. That term 
does not imply, however, that they shall be 
delivered to the buyer’s place of business or 
warehouse designated by him. The commer- 
cial term used at the French and some other 
ports is c. a. f., which means the same thing, 
but the word “‘assurance” is employed instead 
of “insurance.” When goods are sold f. o. b., 
they are put on board the cars or vessels with- 
out charge to the buyer for cartage.—ED.]

Making Vermilion in China. 


At the Indian and Colonial Exhibition, there 
is an excellent model of a Chinese vermilion 
manufactory at Hong Kong, showing the 
complete process of preparation of the pig- 
ment from the raw material to the cases 
pucked for export. This model was construct- 
ed under the superintendence of Mr. H. Mc- 
Culium and Mr. H. R. Best, of the Colonial and 
Civil Service, and was presented to the Com- 
missioner by the guild of vermilion merchants. 
From the descriptive account attached to the 
model it appears that 1 part of sulpbur is 
rubbed with 5 parts of mercury, an operation 
which usually occupies about ten minutes. 
The mixture is then placed in an iron pan over 
a furnace. is covered with pieces of broken 
porcelain or white pottery, over which an iron 
cover isluted on. After this subliming pan 
has been subjected to heat for sixteen hours 
the furnace is allowed to cool, the iron cover 
removed, and the vermilion scraped off the 
porcelain. Itisthen powdered and elutriated 
withasolution of alum and glue, the coarse 
particles separated by this process being again 
powdered and elutriated. The object of the 
glue and aJlum is not stated, but the glue is 
probably to prevent the powder from settling 
too rapidly, the alum to prevent the decompo- 
sition of the glue.

panies. The act o! June 30, 1885, abolished the 
tax on the capital stock of manufacturing 
companies. The State officers claimed that oil 
refining was not manufacturing and claimed 
full taxes from the Atlantic Refining Com- 
pany. The company appealed, claiming that 
it wasa manufacturing corporation, and as 
such did not owe any tax. The character of 
the business and the method of refining oil was 
thoroughly explained in court,and the decision 
sustains the company’s claim so far as relates 
to all taxes accruing after June 30, 1885. After 
that date the company is declared exempt, but 
the ourt holds that tax is due from November 
1, 1884, the beginning of the tax year, to June 
30, 1885,a period of eight months, and this 
point is of interest to manufacturing corpora- 
t‘ons all overthe Keystone State, as most of 
them have entered appeals from the Auditor 
General’s accounts, in which they are charged 
with eight months’ tax.

PETROLEUM NOTES. 
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The Gas Wells of Paola, Kan. 


The Paola Gas Company struck a strong 
reservoir of natural gas at a depth of 300 feet, 
which produced at least seventy-five pounds 
pregsure to the square inch. This makes four 
good wells, and when the gas from all the wells 
is entered into the main pipe which leads into 
the city the entire pressure will be about 200 
pounds. This assures a sufficient flow of gas 
for illuminating purposes, and shows that with 
but small outlay ample fuel may be obtained 
for manufacturing purposes. Other wells in 
different localities will be sunk within the 
next sixty days. 
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Alabama Manganese. 


Mr. Alfred F. Brainerd, analytical chemist, at 
Birmingham, Ala,, is devoting some study to 
manganese finds in Alabama, especially with 
reference to their value for the manufacture 
of spiegel.

The st. Louis Corroders Shut Dewn. 


A press dispatch from St. Louis, Mo., under 
date of July 28th, is to the effect that the lead 
corroders of that city have concluded to shut 
down for the month of August, and according- 
ly the works were stopped on Satu:day night 
last. Heretofore it has been the practice of the 
St. Louis corroders to shut down for two 
weeks during the heated term,but the fact that 
trade has been very dull fora long time past, 
and that stocks have accumulated, have in- 
duced them to prolong the vacation for a 
month. Another reason for the shut down, as 
intimated by the dispatch, is that the corroders 
believe the price of pig lead will be affected by 
it, but this can scarcely be true, as other causes 
besides that of demand are keeping the cost of 
pig lead up to the present figures and are likely 
to keep them there for some time to come, 
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The Pepper Market. 


Certain private authorities tell us that the 
Penang crop is not nearly so big as it is repre- 
sented to be, and significantly aver that the 
Trang crop, which last year was a large one, is 
this season practically non-existent, all that 
was left over from 1885 having been dispersed 
or gone intu consumption. The crop of Siam 
pepper, which was previously heavy, has since 
become very much smaller, and there are those 
who believe that the bulk of it has been taken 
on Chinese account. 

To us the present position of pepper seems te 
be rather awkward for both buyers and seliere, 
better known as “bears” and *‘bulls,"’ and stiff 
prices are likely to rule for some time to come.

A Receiver Appointed for Martin 
Kalbfleisch’s Sons. 

Judge Cullen of the Supreme Court in Brook- 
lyn, last week appointed William Brookfield 
the glass manufacturer, whose office is at 45 
Cliff street, this city, as receiv r for the o!d- 
establisbed firm of Martin Kalbfleisch’s Sons, 
chemical manufacturers, whose extensive fac- 
tories are lovated at Bayonne, N. J., Buffalo 
and Brooklyn, N. Y. The announcement 
caused considerable surprise in business circles. 
It was soon learned, however, that the suspen- 
sion was not due to financial difficulties, but to 
a disagreement among the partners. The par- 
ticulars of the suspension were learned from 
Mr. Charles B. Alexander, who is the attorney 
for the receiver. Mr. Alexander said that, 
owing to serious differences between the part- 
ners as tothe policy of the firm, it had been 
determined to wind up the concern. Accord. 
ingly a suit to dissolve the partnership and 
wind up the firm's affairs was brought by Al- 
bert and Franklin Kalbfieisch against Charles 
Kalbfleisch for that purpose, which resulted in 
the appointment of the receiver as stated. Mr. 
Dykeman of Bergen & Dykeman appeared fur 
the plaintiffs, and Mr. G. W. Dilaway for the 
defendant. The receiver has filed a boundin the 
penal sum of $50,000, as a guarantee for the duc 
performance of the duties of bis office, and is 
now engaged in preparing a statement for the 
creditors. Mr. Alexander further said that the 
firm is apparently perfectly solvent, and he was 
sure the creditors would not lose a penny. 
Everything was in first class shape, the books 
were all in order, and the assets, which amount 
to $1,500,000, exceed the liabiities by halfa 
million dollars. The assets consist mainly of 
stock in chemical and baking powder factories 
carried on at the places named above. The 
nowina!l firm of Martin Kalbficisch’s sons acted 
virtually as the commission house for the sale 
of the products of the factories, the works be- 
ing owned by incorporated companies, the 
stuck of which is owned by tte partners of 
Martin Kalbfieisch’s Sons, who, of course, con- 
trolled the factories. This plan of operations, 
said Mr. Alexander, makes the winding up of 
the firm & very easy matter; the factories will 
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keepon running as usual, none of the em- 
ployees will be allowed to remain idle, and 
there will be no delay in the payment of wages. 
Many difficulties that might occur in the wind- 
ing up of an ordinary business partnership can 
thus be avoided. Mr. Alexander said it was not 
necessary to state the nature of the family dif- 
ficulties between the partners; it was sufficient 
to say that they were of such a character that 
it was impossible for the members of the firm 
to transact business together. No difficulty is 
expected with the creditors. The receiver will 
communicate with them as soon as he has pre 
pared a statement of the firm’s affairs. 

The partners of the firm of Martin Kalb- 
fleisch’s Sons are Albert, Franklin and Charies 
Kalbfieisch whose father, the founder of the 
firm, began business in 1829, and was mayor of 
Brooklyn. He bequeathed a valuable prop- 
erty in bis business, the three sons being made 
equal partners. In order to carry on the Buf- 
falo factory permission was sought from Judge 
Cullen in the Brooklyn Supreme Court last 
week to put a mortgage for $26,000 on the prop- 
erty. The counsel for Albert and Frank 
Kalbfleisch urged that it was necessary to sup- 
port the chemical works or the parent house of 
Kalbfleisch’s Sons would be endangered. The 
receiver opposed the application,and the Judge 
said he did not see his way clear in granting 
it, as all the creditors were not represented. 
Permission was afterward given to thefreceiver 
to borrow $20,000 on the securities in his hands 
to carry on the chemical works. 
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History of the A. kali Trade.*

*Read at the annual meeting of the Soclety of 
Chemical Industry at Liverpool. 

On behalf of the local section I have to wel- 
come the members of the society to Liverpool, 
the principal commercial center of the large 
chemical industries of the country, and in con- 
nection with Manchester the birthplace of the 
society itself. 

More than fifty years ago Liverpool contained 
several soap and glass works, and here the 
manufacture of alkali was first carried out on 
large scale, but the town itself has long ceased 
to be the prinoipal seat of these manufactures, 
which have migrated to the neighboring towns 
of St. Helens, Widnes, Runcorn, and Flint, and 
together with the large works for the extrac- 
tion and smelting of copper, form the staple in- 
dustry of this portion of the county of Lancas- 
ter. 

After some reference to the scope of the work 
carried on by the society, the President said: 
It bas been the custom of my predecessors in 
the office of president to devote the greater 
portion of their address to the histcry and pro- 
gress of one special industry connected with 
the district in which the annual meeting is 
held. Iam, however, in this unfortunate posi- 
tion, that the principal chemical industry with 
which I am specially identified formed the sub- 
ject of the eloquent address at Newcastle of 
the late Mr. W. Weldon, whose loss this society 
and the chemica world continue to deplore. I 
cannot emulate the eloquence of one who, in 
addition to his connection with the soda in- 
dustry, Wus also a literary artist; nor can I pre- 
tend tothe same intimate acquaintance with 
the various new processes and the recent de- 
veiopment of the manufacture of alkali. 


I have thought, however, that it will not be 
uninteresting to the members of the society if 
in this city of Liverpool I endeavor to trace 
the history and development of the manufac- 
ture of alkali, including that of sulphuric 
acid, bydrychioric acid and the preduc- 
tion of copper, which are essentially con- 
nected the one with the other, and have been 
enormously increased and improved by the in- 
troduction of the Leblanc process for making 
alkali from common salt by my father in 1824 
within two miles of this building. 


The economical success of the manufacture 
of artificial soda depends on the cheapness of 
the raw materials ard the perfection of the 
chemical and mechanical operations by means 
of which the final result is obtained. 

The neighborhood of Liverpool, in close 
proximity to extensive coalfields and salt de 
posits, and with a port in direct communica- 
tion with the countries whence are derived the 
raw materials—su)phur, pyrites, and nitrate of 
soda—was well fitted to be the cradle of the 
manufacture, and notwithstanding the rivairy 
of Newcastle and Glasgow, still retains its pre- 
eminence. When we consider that, with the 
exception of sulphur, the prices of the several 
raw materials are not materially different from 
what they were fifty years ago, great improve- 
ments must have been made in the chemical 
operations to enable the manufacturer to sell 
soda ash at present prices, even caking into 
consideration the aid afforded by the increased 
consumption of the chlorine products, 

The first chemical operation in an alkali 
works is the production of sulphuric acid. In 
or about year 1823 the cost of producing this 
acid was, as far as I have been able to ascertain, 
about £3 10s per ton of acid 140 deg. Tw.; at the 
present time the cost is about 25s or 20s per ton. 

I shall now review briefly the means by 
which this economy of production bas been 
obtained. 

Attempts have often been made to supersede 
the costly Jeaden chambers by more economi- 
Cal structures, without success, but improve- 
ments have been made in the mode of construc- 
tion of the plant, and a ebeaper sort of sulphur 








has been found in the cupreous pyrites of 


Spain and Portugal. The actual process fol- 
lowed is essentially the same as that first ap- 
piied by Dr. Roebuck in 1746, converting the 
sulphur into sulphurous acid, at the expense 
of the oxygen of the air, and by the interven- 
tion of a nitrous compound for a further oxi- 
dation to sulphuric acid. The most important 
improvements have been the substitution of 
pyrites for sulphur, and the economy of nitrate 
of soda and fuel by means of the Gay Lussac 
absorbing column and the Glover tower. M. 
Scheurer Kestner in arecent publication asserts 
that the first successful use of pyrites was due 
to M. Perrel, in 18338, but long before pyrites, 
obtained from his mines in Anglesea, was used 
in Liverpool by Mr. Hill. It was, however, the 
suicidal policy of the King of Naples in grant- 
ing a monopoly of the trade in Sicilian sulphur 
to a French firm, which raised the price of sul- 
phur from £5 or £6 per tonto £i2and €14 per 
ton, that roused the English manufacturers to 
seek a substitute, which they found in the 
Wicklow aod Welsh pyrites, and it was in this 
neighborhood it was first used on a large scale, 
for in the years 1849 and 1840 large quantities 
were burnt by my father at his works at Liver 
pool and Newton. 

As some of the pyrites contained copper, the 
residue, after burning, was delivered to the 
Sutton Copper Company at St. Helens, so the 
utilization of the copper in the pyrites was at- 
tempted at its first introduction. 

The use of Irish pyrites in place of sulphur 
was s00n generally adopted by alkali makers in 
the Lancashire district, but sulphur still con- 
tinued to be used on the Tyne, and so late as in 
the year 1852 we find 7580 tons of sulphur con- 
sumed in that district, when none was used in 
Lancashire. 

Many difficulties were met with in the use of 
pyrites, and when the price of sulphur fell to 


£5 per ton, it was a disputed point among al- 


kali makers whether at that price it was not 
more economical than Irish pyrites at about 


258 per ton. 


Sulphur could be readily burned on an iron 
plate, and although the admission of the nec- 
essary quantity of air to support combustion 
without admitting at the same time an excess 
presented some difficulties, this was compara- 
tively easily reguiated. With Irish pyrites, 
however, containing only about 32 per cent of 


sulphur combined with iron, sufficient air had 


to be admitted not on!y to burn the sulphur, 
but also so oxidize the iron; and as a conse- 
quence, the constitution of the gases entering 
the chamber was very irregular, and a much 
larger chamber space was required than was 
necessary when using sulphur. 

Pyritessmalis presented another difficulty— 
shelf burners were not invented—and to facili- 
tate their burning in an ordinary kiln, the 
smalls were mixed with clay and shaped 
into balls and drie], but tte combustion was 
usually imperfect, and from 5 to 10 per cent. of 
sulphur was left in the residue. I have already 
mentioned that some of the ore, and particu- 
larly the smalls, contained copper, and large 
quantities were burnt and afterwards treated 
for copper in the ordinary smelting furnace, 
so long as the copper contents were sufficient 
to render the operation remunerative. It was 
found, however, that the percentage of copper 
decreased, and much of the ore contained less 
than 1 per cent. of copper, which was not pro- 
fitable to smelt, and the residues were thrown 
away and accumulated in large heaps, until in 
the year 1850 Mr. Gossage purchased for a 
nominal sum large quantities of these residues, 
and smelted them tu areguius both at Widnes 
and Newca-tle. This regt:ius was sold to Messrs. 
Vivun & Sons, of Swanses, who at that time 
were able to pay a higher price than the copper 
contents alone would bave warranted on ac- 
count of the silver therein contained, and 
which they extracted, I believe, by the Augus- 
tin or Zieroogel process, 

Tn the year 1859 pyrites from Spain and Por- 
tugal was first introduced into this country and 
burnt by alkali makers on a large scale, This 
pyrities, containing about 24to 3 per cent. of 
cop; er,was very suitable as a flux for smelt‘ng 
when mixed with other ore, and large quanti- 
ties of the burnt ore were delivered to the cop- 
per works at St. Helens and Widnes, but the 
price obtained was not sufficient to materially 
reduce the price of sulphur to the alkali manu 
facturer, as the quantity required as a 
flux with the ores were limited, and 
the smelting of the residue by itself was un- 
profitable. The assay of copper ores by the 
Cornish assayers also militated very much 
against the general use of these ores, for the 
production of sulphuric acid and non-cupreous 
ores of very fine quality, testing about 40 to 45 
per cent, were also introduced from Norway 
and Belgium, and these for a time competed 
successfully with the cupreous ores. I have 
not been able to obtain full statistics of the 
imports of foreign pyrites into the United 
Kingdom for the first ten years of their intro- 
duction, but the imports into the Mersey rose 
from 26,641 tons in 1859 to 133,864 in 1869, 

Statistics were given showing a nearly regu- 
lar progression of imports of pyrites into Mer- 
sey up to 1885, when 253,146 tons were received 
there. This quantity was sligatly exceeded in 
1882, but the total import for the United King- 
dom in 1845 (654,521 tons) was larger than in any 
previous year. 

In the year 1871 about 100,000 tons of non- 
cupreous ore also was importea and consumed, 
but this gradually fell off as the extraction of 
copper increased, The great aim of the alkali 














manufacturer was to obtain the sulphur at the 
lowest possible price; but as I have before ex- 
plained, the intricacies of the copper assay left 
him very much in the hands of the copper 
smelter, and the increased consumption of 
the ore gradually raised the price directly 
or indireetly, until a combination of alkali 
makers acquired the Tharsis mines, together 
with Mr. Henderson’s patent rights for the 
extraction of copper by calcination of the ore 
with common salt, and subsequent lixiviation 
of the calcined mass and precipitation of the 
copper bv iron. The calcination was conduct- 
ed in a close furnace. the HC) evolved. and the 
copper volatilized being condensed inthe usual 
manner,and used for the Iixiviation of the 
roasted ores. The process itself does not d'ffer 
materially from Mr. Longemaid’s, to which I 
shall refer later, but to Mr. Henderson is due 
the credit of discovering the suitability of this 
method for the treatment of the burnt Spanish 
ores in the market, 


The process when first applied to the burnt 
Trish ores was not very remunerative, but with 
the burnt ore from Spanish and Portugese ores 
the oxide of iron or purple ore left after lixivi- 
ation found a ready sale, and practically paid 
for the cost of extraction, leaving the differ- 
ence between the quantity of copper yielded 
by the wet and dry assay as profit on the ope- 
ration. By the introduction of this wet ex- 
traction process, tbe sulphuric acid manufac- 
turer was freed from depending on the copper 
smelter, and the price of sulphur was reduced 
owing to the competition of the various pyrites 
companies. 

This lasted till 1879, when the three large 
companies combined to fix the price of pyrites, 
and since that time until the combination was 
broken up by the Tharsis Company in 1885, 
with a view to enable the alkali manufacturers 
to compete with the ammonia soda process, 
the price of sulphur has always been a source 
of great anxiety. 


The effect of these improvements in copper 
extraction has been to bind more clogely to- 
gether the manufacture of alkali with the pro- 
duction of copper, sometimes by the same firm 
or as in the case of the Tharsis Company, by 
the shares in the copper company being largely 
held by alkali makers. I shall, later on, trace 
the progress and improvement in the copper 
extraction and now return to the use of pyrites 
in the production of sulphuric acid. The chem- 
ical process in the sulphuric acid chambers 
was by no weans as regular as could be de- 
sired, even when burning sulphur; but with 
pyrites, for the reasons already given, the 
irregularity was still greater, and as a conse- 
quence the production of sulphuric acid showed 
a result considerably below what was theoreti- 
cally possible, and the quantity of pyrites and 
nitre used to produce a ton of sulphuric acid 
differed in various works from 10 deg. to 20 
deg. In his letters on chemistry, which ap- 
peared in 1851, if not in his earlier letters, Lie- 
big says, speaking of the process of making 
sulphuric acid: “*As regards the process and 
the apparatus, this manufacture has reached 
its acme, scarcely is either susceptible of im- 
provemcnt;” but to those practically ac- 
quainted witb the manufacture and with the 
immense improvement since thut date this 
statement must appear extravagant. Liebig 
was, no doubt, misled by reports of very care- 
ful working witb sulphur and enormous cham. 
ber space. 

The introduction of Gay Lussac's system for 
the absorption of the nitrous fumes escaping 
from the chambers was the first great improve- 
ment in the conduct of the chemicai operation. 
In this system the exit gases of the chambers 
pasa up atower filled with coke, down which 
percolates a stream of concentrated sulphuric 
acid, by means of which the nitrous cases are 
absorbed. By diluting this nitrous vitriol and 
heating with steam, the nitrous gas is returned 
tothechambers This system was first adopted 
at the St. Gobain Works in F ance in the year 
1842, with a saving of fifty por cent of the 
nitrate of soda used; but, notwithstand ng 
thissaving, after it had been introduced into 
several works in this neignborhood, it was 
subsequently abandoned, rartly on account 
of the great wear and tear on the appa- 
ratus employed, and partly because when work- 
with Irish pyrites the exit gases were so diluted 
by air as to render the absorption compara- 
tively difficult. The use of the richer 
Spanish ores since 1859, which rendered the 
composition of the gases leaving the chambers 
more regular, and Mr. Glover's improvements 
inthe concentration and denitration of the sul 
phuric acid brought about the general adop- 
tion of the Gay-Lussac absorbing column. It 
is clear that Gay Lussac’s invention was in 
complete. and at an early date, about the year 
1843, experiments were made at our works in 
Liverpool, to concentrate the sulphuric acid by 
means of the sulphurous gas from the pyrites 
kilns; but the tower through which the gas 
passed, and which was filled with coke, took 
fire owing to the carelessness on the part of the 
workmen and the attempt was abandoned. To 
Mr. Glover is due the merit of having sucecas- 
fully constructe.| an apparatus by means of 
which the nitrous vitriol is denitrated and the 
sulphuric acid sufficiently concentrated for use 
in absorbing the nitrous gas in the Gay-Lussae 
column. With this invention the apparatus for 
producing sulphuric acid in leaden chambers ig 
complete. but the present perfection of worke 
ing has only been attained by the application 
of trained chemists to the study of the proeess 
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andthe introduction of apparatus for the accu- 
rate but rapid estimation of the constituents of 
the gases entering and leaving the chambers. 
Much of this work has been done in Germany, 
and by the investigations of Winkler, Weber, 
Schwarzenburg and others we have a much 
clearer idea of the reactions which take place 
in the chambers and absorbiug columns than 
formerly. Dr. Hurter’s paper on the dynamic 
theory of the manufacture of sulphuric acid, 
read before the Liverpool section of this 
Society in 1882, seems finally to have placed the 
operation of a thoroughly scientific footing, 
Orsat’s apparatus for gas analysis and the 
nitrometer enable the manufacturer to con- 
trol the working of his chambers in a very dif- 
ferent way to that in use in the best works 
thirty years ago, where the color of escaping 
gas on coming in contact with the air, or the 
use of the nose, served as an indication of how 
the reaction was proceeding. For the past ten 
years no important improvement in the manu- 
facture has taken place, nor can we expect any 
since with good apparatus the loss of suJphur 
escaping is reduced below 1 per cent., witha 
consumption of nitre of less than 2 per cent. 
on the sulphur burnt. In order to treat the 
large quantities of burnt pyrites furnished by 
the alkali manufacturers, large extracting 
works were erected in this neighborhood and 
on the Tyne, and the quantity of coprer ex- 
tracted greatly exceedsthe aggregate produc- 
tion for the copper mines of the United King- 
dom. [The copper obtained from mines in 
1884 was 3,350 tons, from pyrites 15,200 tons. ] 

It has long been known that the copper 
precipitate produced from the Spanish 
and Portuguese ores contained both 
silver and gold, but as the amount of silver 
present in the burnt ore was exceedingly small 
(and even the whole of this small quantity is 
not obtained in solution), a simple and expe- 
ditious method was necessary, if its extraction 
could be made remunerative. In the year 1870 
Mr. Claudet introduced his beautiful process at 
the works of the Widnes Metal Co., and since 
then about 2,500,000 oz. of silver and 11,966 oz. 
of gold have been extracted from the burnt 
pyrites. 

This process is based on the precipitation of 
the silver from the copper liquors by means 
of asoluble iodide, the precipitate consists of 
silver iodide together with lead sulphate and 
chloride and sub salts of copper. These last 
are removed by washing with diluted HCI, aud 
the precipitate is then decomposed by metallic 
zinc, which completely reduces the silver 
iodide, and the resulting zinc oxide is used 
over again to precipitate further quantities of 
silver. 

Where the pyrites residues are thus treated, 
it will be seen that all the constituents of the 
pyrites are practically made available; the su!- 
phur for the production of sulphuric acid, and 


the iron, copper, silver, and goldin the extract- 
ing works. 

Unfortunately all the salt used in the calcina- 
tion process, amounting to over <0.C00 tons per 
annum, is at present lost, and is run away as 
sodium suiphate in the waste liquors. 

This drainage from the extracting works, 
coming in contact with the chloride of calci- 
um, the waste liquor from the Weldon process 
in alkali works, deposits large quantities of 
gypsum, obstructing the drainage, which gave 
rise to a long and expensive lawsuit in the 
Widnes district. 

To avoid tbis nuisance, the liquors were for a 
time evaporated and caicined, and the sulpbate 
of soda, together with a small quantity ot fer- 
ric oxide, were optained in a marketable form, 
but the high price of fuel rendered all these

The Petroleum Oil Wells of Baku. 


We have at different times described the 
great establishment of Messrs. Nobel Brothers, 
at Balakhani, adjacent to Baku, and the opera- 
tions conducted there. The boring of oil 
wells, the pumping, refining, and other pro- 
cesses, are not the only task which the petrole- 
um industry of Baku bas to carry out. The 
transport of the article to the consumer has 
also to be accomplished. It is known that for 
many centuries past there has been more or 
less trade in naphtha with Persia and other 
neighboring regions. The great probiem was 
to get the oil into Russia, and send it into all 
the principal towns of that widely extended 
country. The Jjistant position of Baku made 
this a most d:fficult undertaking. The oil has 
first to be sent in steamers to Astrakan; but at 
the mouth of the Volga, owing to its shallow 
water, a transshipment into barges has to take 
place. Some of the oil is sent on by the river, 


plished fact at no distant date. 


Among many projects connected with this new 
industry is the proposal to lay a pipe, to act 
like a siphon, from Baku to the Black Sea, and 
thus todeliver the oil at Poti or Batoum, and 
by steamers thence to carry it not only over 
the Black Sea, but over the Mediterrancan. 
The cost of such a pipe line would be great, for 
the distance is over 500 miles; so, at present, it 
is only talked about; but if the supply of pe- 
troleum at Baku continues in undiminished 
quantities, this is likely to become an accom- 


Petroleum oil is now largely used as a fuel to 
heat the steam boilers in the Caspian steamers. 
The oil is brought to the furnace by one pipe, 
from a tank, while another pipe brings steam 
from the boiler; the oil is poured into the blast 
of high pressure steam, and is thereby pulver- 
ized or blown into minute particles, which be- 
come ashoet of flame underneath the boiler, 
If a sufficient supply of this fuel could be pro- 





but the greater part is transported by railway. 
Trucks of a peculiar form have been wade for 
this purpose, and they are now to be seen at all 


the principal railway stations of Russia. 


Messrs. Nobel Brothers, who have brought 
all the science of Europe, as well as the experi- 
ence of the Americans, to bear on the manufac- 
ture of the oi], have also carried their ability 
and energy into the organization of transport. 
They bave a splendid fleet of iron screw steam- 


ers, fitted up with tanks, which carry the oil to 
the Volga, with barges carrying it on to Tzarit- 
sin. At this town they have a large depot, 
from which they send the oil by rail to depots 
in all the principal towns. By these means 
they now supply the whole of Russia, says the 
Illustrated London News to which we are indeb- 
ted for a cut of atypical Baku gusher and the 
American oil has been entirely driven from that 
country. They have begun to extend the sup- 
ply into Germany; and it may be looked upon 
as only a question of time when a portion of 
Baurope will receive its petroleum from Baku, 





Petroleum Stocks Abroad, 


In his annual circular dated July 1st, Mr. &. 
B. Guttentag, of Hamburg, furnishes a review 
of the business of the year. He says: 

The total import of the last year has increas- 
ed about 125,000 bbis., as compared with the 
previous year. There was a decrease in im- 
ports of about 100,000 bbls at Hamburg, 15,000 
bbis at Antwerp, 10,000 bbls at Bremen, 25,000 
bbis at Stettin, and 5,000 bbls at Danzig. The 
imports show an increase of about 200,000 bbls 
at Rotterdam, and 75,000 bbls at Amsterdam. 


The total shipments were ca. 2 35,000 bbls less, 
than during the previous year. The decrease 
in exports was ca. 65,000 bbls at Hamburg, 110,- 
000 bbis at Antwerp, 120,000 bbis at Bremen, 
60,000 bbls at Danzig. while the increase of: ex 
ports was about 200,000 bbls at Rotterdam

cured for our ocean-going steamers, many ad- 
vantages could be derived from it. Among 
these may be noticed that it occupies less bulk 
than coal; a ton of astatki—the Russian Dame, 
which means “dregs”—is equal to about two 
tons of coal; but on the Caspian a ton of astatki 
is about thirty or forty times cheaper than the 
ton of coal. The furnaces burning this mater- 
jal require no stoking, thus saving hands; to 
vessels going through the Suez Vanul and the 
Red Sea, and in all tropical seas, this would end 
the well known horrors of the stokehole. The 
disagreeable process, more particularly to pas- 
senger ships, of “coaling” would be done away 
witb; and, of course, there are no ashes to raise 
and throw overboard. In proper tanks it is 
perfectly safe—even safer than coal, the dan- 
ger ot which we have had experience of not 
long since. It would thus be cheaper than 
coal, safer, and ita use would be conducive to 
the comfort of passengers and all on board

25.00) bbls at Amsterdam, and 50,000 bois at, 
Stettin. London imported about 280,000 bbis 
more, and exported about 170,000 bbls more 
than in the previous year. 

The total stocks were reduced about 
170,000 bbis, the decrease being ca. 25,000 
bbis in Hamburg, 240,000 bbls in Bremen and 
40,000 bb!s in Stettin, while there was an in- 
crease of about 175,000 bbls in Antwerp, 15,000 
bbis in Rotterdam and 40,000 in Amsterdam. 

The quantity afloat is also about 100 000 bbls 
lees, as follows: 25,000 bbis at Hamburg, 10,000 
bbie at Antwerp, 25,000 bbis at Amsterdam, 20,- 
000 bbis at Bremen, 10,(00 bb’s at Stettin and 10,- 
000 bbls at Danzig. Only Rotterdam has not 
quite 10.000 bbls afloat. There are about 180,000 
bbls more discharging as follows: 40,0(0 bbis at 
Antwerp, 15.000 bbis at Rotterdam, 15,(00 bbls 
at Amsterdam, 15,0(0 bbls at Bremen, 15.000 bbls 
at Stettin. Hamburg alone has about 20,000 
bbie less than last year. London stocks are 


almost double what they were last year; there 
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ate about 20,000 bbis more afloat, but about i5,- 
000 bbis discharging. The competition in Rus- 
sian petroleum is apparent in Trieste only, 
where the imports have diminished about 5C,- 
000 bbls, while the exports have diminished 
about 85,000 bbls.

White Lead, Zinc, Etc. 

Pig lead is somewhat easier owing to offer- 
ings of foreiga to arrive aslow as 48(c. The 
stutistica) position shows no change and but 
for weaker foreign markets quotations here 
would doubtless be much higher, The easier 
tone of the market has rendered buyers more 
cautious and they show no disposition to make 
purchases beyond what is required for absolute 
necessities. There have been several sales of car- 
load lots of domestic at 4 824¢c but 4 800 would 
probably tuy larger lots. Messrs. Jobn Wabl 
& Co. of St. Louie under date of July 38lst re- 
port an uneventful week owing to unfavorable 
advices trom this market and the dullness of 
trade. Western desilverizers, although some 
report a larger output take a sanguine 
view of the situation and maintain their 
verdict that the consumption for the 
balance of the year will more than likely ab- 
sorb thesupplies. They are therefore reserved 
in their offerings, and refuse to make conces- 
sions. Messrs. Wah! look for a reaction toward 
the end of August, with more liberal o:ders. 
Prices may decline a little. but are more likely 
to be reasonably well maintained. 

The situation in the white lead market re- 
mains practically the same as during the past 
month or more, There is little or no demand 
from consumers, and none is expected until 
fall trade opens, when it is anticipated a good 
baginess will be done. There has been nothing 
further heard of the alleged sales for future 
delivery, and it is generally believed that the 
rumor alluded to in our last was without 
foundation. The rule concerning deliveries 
continues in force. and appears to give general 
satisfaction. The associatian quotations and 
terms remain as follows: 7c net for lead in oil 
in quantities of less that 100 lbs in wood, and 7c 
60 days, or 24 per cent discount for cash in 15 
days from date of invoice for lots of 500 lbsand 
ouer. Lead in oil in 25 1b, 124 lb and ito5lb 
cans is quoted at an advance of gc, lc and 2c 
respectively, onthe keg prices. The rebates 
are as heretofore and are payable at the end of 
the year to buyers who observe the rules ef the 
association. 

American oxide of zinc continues in good 
demand, though there is not as much activity 
as previously noted. We have sales to report 
of 500 bbls within the range of our quotations. 
Prices are steady and the market is without 
quotable change. For Freach there is the 
usual light jobbing demand noticeable at this 
time of the year. No changes have been made 
in the quotation which are 55¢c for dry Ant- 
werp red seal in bbis of 22}, Ibs, 6d for dry 
Paris greens seal. Discounts are as follows: 
To buyers of bbi lots of one or assorted grades 
1 per cent 25 bbis 2 per cent, and 50 ibs 4 per

REDS. 

Though some dealers appear to be well sup- 
plied, the general stock of English Venetian 
red is rather ligbt, the recent arrivals having 
all been placed for consumption. A good de- 
mand prevails, buyers taking advantage of the 
low prices and cheap freights to provide for 
future necessities. The market ig steady, but 
the smallness of the stock has apparently no 
effect upon prices. We hear of sales of 200 bbis 
different brands to arrive at prices withih the 
range of our quotations. We continue to 
quote $1 35@1 3744 for Cookson’s to arrive, and 
$1056@110 for other brands; $1 40@1 42% for 
Cookson’s on the spot and $1 10@1 20 for other 
brands, according to quantity. American 
Venetian red is in fair request, but there are 
no special sales to report. Prices are steady 
and without change. 

Carmine remains quiet, the few small sales 
making being to supply current necessities.

GREENS. 

‘lhere is very little doing in paris green, the 
season having closed, The manufacturers have 
had a very good year and feel very well satisfiea 
with the result, the recent advance in prices 
permitting them a very fair profit. Prices, al- 
though somewhat nominal in view of the light 
demand, remain firm and we continue to

Clues. 

The demand for glues continues moderate 
and of a jobbing character, but dealers are 
looking forward to a good trade later on, and 
as desirable grades are very scarce, prices are 
firmly maintained. We note the sale of 100 
cases low grade bone glue at a price not made 
public Foreign glues are also quiet, but are 
steadily held. 


Miscellaneous. 

There is nothing new or of special interest to 
report regarding the trade in whiting. Prices 
still favor the buyers, but with no prospect of 
anearly advance they cannot be induced to 
take more than they require for the supply of 
Passing wants, and the market consequently 
wears a very quiet appearance. The nominal 
quotations are 35@37}¢c for commercial and 
55@65c for gilders, according to quantity and 
quality. 

English china clay remains inactive, the sales 
for the most part being of jobbing quantities. 
Prices are without change and are steady at 
$13@14 50 for medium grades and $16@17 50 for 
superfine. We note the sale of 50 tons of the 
latter on the spot at $16. The demand for do- 
mestic is light and prices are somewhat nomi 
nal at $10 50@11 50. 

Sulphate of barytes is without special feature 
of interest, the demand being rather light at 
present. Prices show no change and we con- 
tinue to quote $18 50@19 50 per ton for prime 
white domestic and $12 50@14 50 for off color. 
German is held at $19@21, according to holder 
without special transactions. 


Terra alba is quiet, buyers apparently sup- 
plied by recent purchases. The recent arrival 
of 210 cks of French was partly sold previously 
and the remainder has been stored. 


Tale is in moderate request jobbing lots only 
finding a market. Pr ices are steady at the re- 
cent decline and we continue to quote 14@14c 
per lb according to quantity. Low grades re- 
ceive little attention and are nominal in price. 
American has sold to the extent of 50 tons at 
60@65c as to quantity. 


Varnish Gums. 


With an increasing demand tor varnishes 
manufacturers are renewing their orders for 
gums with more frequency, and dealers, ac- 
cordingly, report a very good feeling. The 
tone of the market is firm, and no inducement 
in the shape of shadings on current prices are 
held out to buyers. We hear of no important 
transactions, but in the aggregate a consider- 
able quantity of goods is passing into con- 
sumption. 


Class. 


WINDOW GLASS. 


The importers of French window glass re- 
port a considerable improvement in the de- 
mand during the past few weeke, and are tak- 
ing @ more sanguine view of the future. Asa 
result of the increased business and the shut- 
ting down of the American factories a firmer 
tone has developed, and there is now very little 
effort made to force sales, The bottom price 
DOw appears to be 80 per cent discount, with 
75, 10 and 5 per cent quoted on small sales. 


As the stock of American is light and some- 
what broken, a very firm feeling prevails and 
higher prices are looked for as soon as the con- 
dition of trade warrants an advance. After 
the meeting at Long Branch, the manufactu- 
rers held a session at Pittsburg and advanced 
the prices in the 39 and 50 inch brackets. The 
new prices will be found elsewhere, There 
have been no changes in discounts since our 
last, the general quotation being 70£10@75 per 
cent on single and double respectively. 


PLATE GLASS, 


The local dealers in plate glass held a meet- 
ing to-day and advanced the price on both 
foreign and domestic to 0&5 per cent dis- 
count. This advance is due to the increased 
demand and the fact that the dealers had be- 
come tired of selling without profit. 
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Flint Glass Makers and Natural Gas. 


Just before the flint glass factories closed 
down in June one gas company offered a tac- 
tory enough gas, free, to keep the furnace 
heated during July, Other companies heard 
of this and offered the same to their custom- 
ers, and all the factories “blocked” their fur- 
nacesand have kept their pots heated right 
along. Examinations of them have been made 
in the last few days to see in what shape they 
were, and it was found that they were just as 
good as when work stopped. In fact, they are 
better than new ones, because no tests have to 
be made. 

This has saved the glassmen of the South 
Side about $40,000. There are nearly 300 pots, 
and each is worth about $130. Besides the ac- 
tual saving in hard cash, the worry and uncer- 
tainty and risk of putting in new pots is done 
away with. How long a pot will last is some- 
thing now to be decided by time. The use of 
natural gas in this way will hurt all the clay- 
pot companies, as they have always counted on 
putting in a full complement of pots at the end 
of each “fire.’" Instead of starting up with an 
entirely new complement of pots every factory 
starts up with the ones in use during the last 
“fire,” something heretofore unheard of and 
unknown in the glass trade, 


OIL, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER. 


The Pittsburg Glass Manufacturers 


Reduce Wages. 


After the annual convention of the National 
Window Glass Manufacturers at Long Branch 
it is reported that a meeting of the Pittsburg 
manufacturers was held in thatcity for the pur- 
pose of discussing the subject of wages.The re- 
suit of this gathering was a reduction of 10 per 
cent in the wages of the glass workers.Secretary 
Loeffler of the Pittsburg Glass Manufacturers 
Association in speaking of the meeting to a 
reporter said that he had not heard of any such 
action on the part of the organization and did 
not know that it had been done. He said the 
following officers were elected at the Long 
Branch meeting: President, F. L. Bodine, Phila- 
delphla; Vice-President, Thomas Wightman,

with soda or potash as the case may be, and 
requires, before it can be rendered available, to 
be set free by the profuse use of sulphuric 
acid; orifthe sulphuric or other acid be used 
sparingly, only a part of the chromic is set free 
and is available. This new material, on the 
other hand. is quite free from soda or potash, 
and being entirely a free acid can be completcly 
utilized, whilst being a solid it is quite as casy 
to handle. 

As is well known, the solutions from bichro- 
mate batteries are all more or less crystallizable 
and often batteries charged with them cease 
work from crystallization of soda or potash 
chrome alum on the plates. The sulphate 
of chromium resulting from the deoxidation 
of the free acid, however, is extremely soluble, 
and does not crystallize even if left for months. 
Solutions of any desired strength can be made 
with this acid from those containing 60 per 
cent of the chromic acid, to those containing 
6 per cent, and thus the great range of concen- 
tration at the disposal of the consumer allows 
the solution to be adapted to any kind of work 
in hand. 

Speaking generally, strong solutions, with 
the necessary amount of sulphuric acid pres- 
est, are used in two fluid cells, whilst more 
dilute solutionsjare used ia single fluid cells,and 
intelegraphic cells, The fluids for single fluid 
and ,telegraphic cells are prepared according 
tothe formula: 2 br 0, +6H,S80,—Cr, 3(S0,4) +3 
80,H,+0,+3H,0, i. e. for every 1 oz. of chro- 
mic acid present there must be 3 ozs. by weight 
of sulphuric acid, one half of which is required 
by the zinc to form sulphate of zinc. The de- 
polarizing fluid for two fluid cells is prepared 
according to the formula: 

2brO, +30 ,S0,— Cr, 3(80,) +3H,0+0, 
i. e. for every 1 oz. of chromic acid, 1% ozs. of 
sulpburic acid is used, since in two fluid cells 
the acid for the solution of the zinc is separate- 
ly provided. 

These are the proportions, or thereabouts in 
which chromic and sulphuric acids should be 
present in the solution in their relation to one 
another, sulphuric acid, however, rather than 
chromic being in excess. 

With regard to the actual state of concentra 
tion of the solutions to be observed in use this 
may be varied according to the ideas of the 
consumers, 

For single fluid cells a solution containing 1 
lb. per gallon of chromic acid, with the neces 
sary sulphuric acid (3 lbs,) is the strongest solu- 
tion used, whilst it can be made weaker to any 
desired extent. For two fluid cells to work 
lamps or motors, etc., the strongevt solution 
used contains 3 lbs. pure chromic and 41 bs, 
sulphuric acid per galion. This solution cap, 
of course, be made weaker if desired, or mixed 
with nitric acid, which rather increases its 
efficiency. 

For telegraphic batteries a solution contain- 
ing about the same strength as the strongest 
single fluid liquid is used. 

The process by which this acid is made is 
patented ia the United States and elsewhere. 
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Petroleum at Marseilles. 
REPORT OF CONSUL MASON, 


The petroleum traffic of Marseilles shares in 
the general depression which has fallen upon 
that department of industry and commerce 
everywhere during the past three months. 
Importers of both crude and refined oils here 
agree that there is in fact no market at pres- 
ent, the few purchasers during the past month 
having been able to make practically their own 
terms. 

On the 11th of June a pool was arranged and 
signed by the five refining firms in this district, 


two of whom have refineries at Marseilles, two 
at Nimes, and one at Balaruc, in the neighbor- 
hood of Cette. By the terms of this compact, 
the amount of oil to be refined per month by 
each firm is designated, and all agree to se!l no 
refined oil below a specified price. Under this 
arrangement, the local situation is slowly 
improving. but no important revival is ex- 
pected until autumn. Statistics show that the 
consumption of refined petroleum in Southern 
France is increasing steadily but very slowly in 






















comparison with most otber European coun- 
tries. The decline in retail price from 52 cents 
per gallon two years ago to the present rate of 
85 cents, has not caused a corresponding in- 
crease inthe domestic use of petroleum, for 
the reason that most French people are, by 
nature, extremely conservative, and have be- 
sides an exaggerated dread of fires and explo- 
sions, as well as a prejudice against gas and 
every form of illumination except candles and 
lamps which burn vegetable oils. For the 
same reason petroleum stoves for cooking and 
heating, although offered for sale here in great 
variety, have had, thus far, only a very limited 
success, and this notwithstanding the economi- 
cal tendencies of the people and the high prices 
of charcoal, wood, and other kinds of fuel, 


The lowest price for refined petroleum re- 
corded inthis market was that of a purchase 
made a few days ago by a Marseilles importer, 
named Philipon, under the following circum- 
stances: It appears that the Paris banking 
house of Rothschild had foreclosed mortgages 
upon certain refining property in the Caspian 
oil district. These refineries had on hand a 
quantity of kerosene which the Rothschilds, in 
the existing condition of the market, refused 
to receive, It had, therefore, to be sold for 
what it would bring, and Mr. Philipon was 
thus enabled to purchase 20,000 cases, to be de- 
livered at Algiers, for the nominal price of 82 
cents per case, less 1 per cent discount. The 
oil was of inferior quality, and the circum- 
stances attending its sale accidental and not 
likely to recur; but the sale bad a depressing 
effect on this market and illustrates the extra- 
ordinary prostration which has overtaken pe- 
troleum interests in the Caucasus. 


In a report from this consulate on the 15th of 
December last some account was given of the 
“Standard Russe,” a Marseilles company of 
large capital, which has extensive wells at 
Ilskie, inthe Kouban district, connected bya 
pipe line with its refineries at Novorossick, on 
the Black Sea, eastward of the Crimea. This 
company isstill in an embarrassed condition, 
and is seeking to place a loan of a million and 
ahalf of francs to keep its works in operation 
through the present period of depression and 
avoid the eerious losses and deterioration which 
result from a prolonged suspension. 


For reasons sufficiently obvious, the recent 
announcement of important petroleum discov- 
eries on the Egyptian shore of the Suez Canal 
has awakered but little interest in this market. 
In the first place, the naphtha discovered there 
is reported to be of very low quality, its pro- 
portion of illuminating oil being stated at only 
10 per cent. However great the quantity may 
eventually prove to be, and however favorable 
its location may be for marine transportation, 
it is believed by those best informed here that 
the Egyptian naphtha will only serve as fuel, 
and will not enterinto competition asa refining 
material. Moreover, petroleum investments in 
Europe are now at the lowest possible ebb. 
The recent meeting of refiners at Baku failed 
to devise any remedy for the collapse in Cau- 
casian oil interests, and experienced capitalists 
refuse for the present, at least, all further in- 
vestment in thatdirection. 


For the uses of a’) refiners in this district, 
even those interested in Russian oil territory, 
the American crude still retains its long estab- 
lished preference, two cargocs having been 
aold this week, for July and September deliv- 
ery, to a refiner at Nimes who had refused 
offers of Russian crude at any price. 


A comparison of crude oil imports during 
1885 and the first five months of the present 
year will show how completely the Russian 
Daphtba has been vanquished in competition 
with the American. The total import of crude 
petroleum at Marseilles during 1885 was 11,077,- 
765 kilograms, of which 1,649,624 came from 
Russia, and 9,427,781 from the United States. 
For the first five months of 188¢ the total im- 
port has been 4,969,558 kilograms, all of which, 
except 320 kilograms, was of American origin. 

For the reasons stated in preceding reports, 
the present French import duty on crude 
naphtha is an effective protection for the rich, 
superior American crude against scrious com- 
petition from the Caucasian oils, which re- 
quire to be condensed or partially rm fined in 
order to yield in manufacture here even 50 or 
60 per cent of kerosene.

Vegetable Olls 

Linseed oil hus been quict during the past 
week. Buyers are not ready to lay in full sup- 
plies and the recent break in seed has caused 
them to hope for lower prices on oil. The 
seed market having recovered with an up- 
ward tendency crushers maintain very firm 
views and will not shade 43c. Western is offered 
here at 4ic but as that is above buyers limits 
no business hus resulted. 

The cotton oil market being between two 
seasons, there is an absence of interest in the 
South, and so far as crude oil is concerned, the 
same feeling prevails here. We have not 
heard of an inquiry for crude in two weeks; 
prime is not to be had on spot and the offerings 
of any grade are so extremely light that the 
article is scarcely quotable in any sbape. The 
nominal figure for prime remains at the previ- 
ous quotation of 27c, and off grades from 
that to 25c. A choice quality of stearine was 
offering today at 434c per lb, with 444c bid; a 
lot of lower quality stearine was sold during 
the week at 3}gc. Soap stock is offering freely 
at 1c without business; the highest bid made 
on ’Change today was 3c. There is a desire to 
hasten the disposition of all the tail ends at the 
southern mills, a fact which is not disturbing 
home refiners as they are filling long time con- 
tracts for soap etock at better figures than can 
be realized by the present market. Everyone 
is looking forward to the coming season and 
speculating as to what it will bring. The 
changed affairs at the primary markets will 
give the situation a new aspect and attach a pe- 
Culiar interest to coming events and their rela- 
tion to production and values of cottonseed 
products. An unusually quiet feeling prevails 
at the South, and no quotations are proffered 
on crude oil trom Memphis, but New Orleans is 
quoted at 26c. 

Refined cotton oil is still attracting consider- 
able interest from outsiders, principaliy among 
the lard men and spevulators, who have an 
abiding faith in better vaiues. The article is 
taking the lead on ’Change as a topicof discus- 
sion in all circles, and the inquiry is not as to 
the price of lard or grain, but what is primesum 
mer yellow cotton oil worth? An important 
deal which occurred during the week caused 
considerable taik; we have reference to a sale 
of 5,500 bbis of prime summer yellow from 
speculative hands to a city trader. Various ef- 
forts were made to learn the price paid, but the 
parties to the transaction still keep it as a pro- 
found secret. The oil in this case, at all events, 
netted the seller a good round sum, as it 
was bought some months ago for future deliv- 
ery at about 29@3lc and most of it being deliv- 
ered in July there was no storage to pay. This 
chance to unload is seldom offered, and we un- 
derstand that the oil was needed to fill pressing 
export orders. Considerable refined oil is going 
out of the country in a quiet way. New York 
is holding ita own in this regard against last 
season, while New Orleans is somewhat behind 
in exports. We have saies during tbe week of 
900 bbis for shipment, but the domestic trade is 
quiet and some _ holders are complain- 
ing of their ferced idleness, The 
movement is considered rather light for 
home consumption at this time of 
the year, and it bas been remarked as strange 
when the market has such a buoyant feeling 
in the matter of values. The general market 
for prime summer yellow is quoted at 35}4c, 

but an exceptiona) offer is made to sell prime 
on dock at 35c; the highest figure received dur- 
ing the week for large lots to go abroad was 
35}4c, but Jobbing export orders realize from 
that figure to 40c; two weeks ago 35}¢c was 
paid for 500 bbis for shipment. W hite summer 
is held at 37c, white winter at 43c, winter yel- 
low at 40c and off color summer yellow at 32c; 
the latter is stili rather difficult to move. Re- 
ceipts for the week at this port were 1,311 bbis. 
September delivery bas attracted some interest, 
with buyers views limited to 35@354¢c, but no 
free offerings to seil fur that month, which is 
looked upon as 80 uncertain, Trading beyond 
September is notencouraged. The New Or- 
leans market is quoted at 33c and Memphis 32 
@aaec. 

Ceylon cocoanut oil is quoted at 5c, with 
sales of 25 tons at 544@5i4c. The current ru- 
mor that 5c would buy is denied and we have 
no offerings at that. The market is devoid of 
interest. Cochin oil is slow of sale at 73¢c on 
spot and 734c to arrive. 

Olive oil is in about the same position as last 
quoted. Importers are holding prime Spanish 
at 17@78c and Italian at a shade under these 
figures, but second hands are jobbing both at 
less figures. There is a moderate movement. 


Prime Lagos palm oil is quoted at 5}4c, with 


sales of 20 tons at that.

There is considerabie competi- 
tion and we understand that some western 
brands are selling several cents per gallon be- 
low the regular market price. Trade is being 
driven with more enerzy and important con 
cessions are granted Jarge consumers, not be- 
cause the market has any weak points, but to 
infiuence business and tosupplant other brands 
of oil. Prime city is quoted at 52}4@53c and 
prime western at 51}4@62c. 

Crude sperm oil is still in good request, but 
higher prices are not obtained. Sales of 2,000 
bbia in lots are reported at New Bedford at 72@ 
76c for manufacture, with other inquiries. A 
firm feeling prevails for both crude and re- 
fined without any change in quotations, The 
stock at New Bedford is placed at 20,075 bbls. 

Crude whale oil is held firmly at 33c for 
Southern and 3ic for Northern, without busi 
ness.

Menhaden fish oil has not improved any in 
price but tbe liberal movement is piacing stocks 
in a better position. We have sales of 500 bbis 
on Eastern account at 2lc for prime but not 
selected oil, and it is Nnderstood that the same 
price would still be accepted by some holders, 
while others quote 22c. Very little information 
is coming from the fishing grounds and it is not 
known whet progress is being made. They are 
not meeting with the opposition on the Jersey 
coast as anticipated and we presume that the 
tbreatened conflict with howitzers has been 
postponed for a more convenient season. 

Cod oil is only called for occasionaily and has 
not changed in price for some months, 

Saponified and elaine oils are only in light re- 
quest at our quotations, 


’ Mineral Oils. 

A vessel has been chartered at New York to 
carry 2,000 bbis of lubricating oil to London. 

The large stocks of paraffine oils are a heavy 
load on the market and as there is no evidence 
that production is being curtailed, prices will 
likely suffer in consequence. It was suggested 
by a party last week that it would be better 
for the larger refineries to dump their surplus 
supplies of tar in the sea, rather than be com- 
pelled to accept the present low prices for par- 
affine oils. Philadelphia is not the only 
place where the cheap products are obtained. 
We hear of sales in this city of 25 gravity at 
8l¢c and second hands are not quotinz above 
944e. Itis argued that these oils are weak in 
cold test, but that is a matter of little account 
when summer oil isin demand. Cold test oils 
of any grade are below par for use during the 
heated term, as the light inquiry shows, and 
manufacturers of higher priced goods are not

Neutral oils are taken in a limited way to fill 
upa gap here and there, and it has been re- 
marked as strange that vaiues remain so steady 
when the movement is so insignificant. The 
weather has been favorable for a large produc- 
tion and we believe refiners took advantage of 
this fact by working full capacity. The ad- 
vance in lard and other animal oils hasan 
indirect influence on neutral oils and may 
keep the latter on a steady basis. The light 
business has caused inferior grades to be 
scarcer than usual as refiners are paying more 
attention to the better makes which they man- 
age to sell in a jobbing way at full prices. 
Values on bloomless oils are satisfactory, but 
the movement is not large. 

Smith’s Ferry or amber oil is in limited de- 
mand and commands 744@8!4c, according to 
seller. Sometimes this grade is put out asa 
leader and sold far under the market to attract 
trade for other oils which give a reasonable 
margin of profit. 

Cylinder stocks are held well up for good 
quality. Light filtered of high test is realizing 
lic per gallon onthe average. Occasional! sales 
are made at l6c for cash or other consideration 
but we have yet to hear of business at 5c for 
prime goods, Recently a lot of light filtered 
represented to be 600 test and sold at lic, was 
returned on account of being nearer 500 than 
600 fire test. Dark filtered is now selling down 
to 12c and up to 22c, according to brand and 
quality, A popular grade commands l4c and 
most of the business done is at this figure. 


Dark steam refined is generally quoted at 9c for | m 


the common grade, but this figure can be 
shaded for important quantities, still, the dif- 
ficulty is that important quantities are almost 
unknown in the demand for dark steam. There 
is the same disposition to push sales, but com- 
petition in the lower grades is not 60 prominent 
as formerly. Some manufacturers who make 
a specialty of the better quality of dark steam, 
report a good trade at 12@lb5c. 

Black reduced oils have certainly received a 
black eye this season. They have gone down 
the scale with the hope that reduced prices 
would influence business, but the cheaper the 
offerings the smaller the demand While sum- 
mer oil has remained about steady at the low 
price of 6c, cold test grades have continued to 
droop until now we are quoted 15 c t at 7 @8c, 
and 25ctat 7@7!i4c for some brands. Other 
makes are held up to former prices. Only job 
bing orders are being filled for black oile, and 
the trade in summer oil especially is epiritiess. 


Oil Cake. 

The oil cake market is taking a rest, and very 
little business is expected until the opening of 
next season. The belief is entertained here 
that domestic seea cake will be just as plenti- 
ful next season as the one closed, but little con- 
fidence is entertained in the flaxseed crop re- 
ports, which cannot accurately determine the 
production until developments have pro- 
aressed further. Asa larger acreage is under 
cultivation than last year, it is argued that the 
reported damage done by the weather will not 
decrease the crop below that of last season. 
The available supply of cake in the West is 
very limit-d,and stock Lere is light. Oc. an 
freights are favoriog shippers, but little or no 
business is doing in cake, Western on spot is 
quoted at $25 50, with small sales reported. We 
hear of 200 tons city cake changing hands at 
$25 50 per ton, The total receipts of cake at 
this port during the week were 10,174 sacks, 
8,462 sacks of which were for direct shipment.

Recent Developments in the Cotton 
Oil Industry. 


A pressure on our columns last week, pre- 
vented mention of the reported organization 
of the National Cotton Oil Company at Cincin- 
nat'. Mr.J.S.Zerbe of the American Patent 
Arency is said to be at the head of it, with 
Wm. R. Fee, the patentee of the machinery to 
be used; G. W. Washburn, of Chillicothe, 0O.; 
Judge Ditty, of Hillsboro, U,, and Maddox 
Bros. & Culbertson, of Austin, Texas. The 
company is said to have a capital of $1,000,(0v, 
but it has not yet been incorporated, By Mr. 
Fee’s method the hulling is donein the cotton 
fields where the hulls can be used for either a 
fertilizer or for food for cattle, while only the 
kernels will be shipped to the mills. 

The City Item of New Orleans on July 25 con- 
tained the following telegram in this connec- 
tion from New York: “The printed report of 
the formation at Cincinnatiof a new cotton 
seed mill combination, with a capital at $1,00,- 
000, is general!y viewed as a bold, shrewd at- 
tempt to blackmail the American Oil Trust, 
but they may succeed in making things lively 
for a while by judicious bulldozing.” 

The St. Louis Globe-Democrat of July 22 con- 
tained the following: 

“Joseph Stack,manager of the Future City Oil 
mills, the only St. Louis establishment outside 
of the Trust, and which has always maintained 
a violent opposition to that consolidation, said 
the matter was entirely new to him, and so 
vague that he could express no opinion as to 
what it wou'd amount to. A. R. Strain, secre- 
tary of the R. B. Brown Oil Company, 
St. Louis, said he had never heard of 
the Cincinnati scheme, and doubted very 
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much its practicability. In the first 
place, he said, there was no planter in the 
country who would have enough seed to em- 
ploy a huller, except Richardson, of Louisianu. 
It was hardly probable, either, that the gin 
mills would be able to support hullers. Those 
establishments furnish most of the seed for the 
oil mills, taking it as toll on bags and ties, the 
planter rarely wanting anything but the cotton 
lint. The only advantage he could see in hull- 
ing on the plantation was in the saving on 
freight, as the hulls were very bulky. “Hulls,” 
he said, “are fed to cattle when cattle can be 
found to cat them, but the demand is not very 
great, as has been demonstrated by our little 
mill in Texas. I never heard of their use asa 
fertilizer. At our mills they are used for fuel. 
The fertilizer is in the meat after the oil is 
taken out.”

The speculative market as it stands is with- 
out a single redeeming feature of interest. It 
has fallen bodily into the hands of manipula- 
tors, who advance or lower the price afew 
pegs at their own sweet will. 

There is an utter absence of buying orders, 
speculators holding aloof from the uncertain 
market. Money which heretofore has found 
its way into oil has been transferred to the 
class of stocks not so susceptibie to juggling 
asis petroleum. Legitimate traders who have 
bitten freely and often in the past and lost a 
portion of their fleece, take no stock in oil just 
at this time, and they have good and substan- 
tial reasons for letting the stuff alone. 

The oil pit is forlorn and at times altogether 
deserted, The trading, such as it is,is confined to 
scalpers. Many of the sales reported are washes, 
simply this and nothing more. The market is 
in one of the ruts it always falls into at certain 
seasons of the year. The news from the wells 
is unreliable and contradictory. Wells that 
gush one day ure dry as a powder horn the 
next. Shrewd operators fight shy of the aver- 
age fleld reports, 

Said a prominent broker: 
in the market. It is controlled by manipulat- 
ers. Buying orders are scarce and what trad- 
ing is doing amounts to comparatively noth- 
ing. Speculators are waiting for the tide to 
turn. It isiu fact a waiting market.” 

“The Standard is running this market,’ said 
another trader. “Just now the monopoly is 
worried. It is known that the Kiddle syndicate, 
a bitter foe, is heavily long; the Fisher's of 
Pittsburg. who run thas market, are about 
1,500,000 bbls short, while Philadelphia parties 
hold between 3,000,000 and 5,000,000 bbis. All 
these factions are running independent 
of each other, and the Standard is 
gunning for them all. ‘The Standard 
is al) powerfvl and is pegging the 
market both ways, with the intention of fright- 
ening the Fishers into covering. While this is 
going on the longs will be eaten up by huge 
storage accounts. If the war continues long 
enough the longs will be forced to drop out 
heavy losers. 

“The Standard has another object in view 
It is anxious to reduce the growing operations 
in the field. So many wildcats are drilling ina 
country prolific in both oil and gas, that there 
is danger that the daily production will run up 
to 90,000 bbls. Not in years has the outlook 
been so bearish. As a consequence, the pru- 
dent speculator is closing out his contracts as 
fast as he can. When the situation warrants it 
he will again buck the greasy tiger. At this 
stage of the game the deal is all in favor of the 
Standard.” 

The oil report for July was published yes- 
terday. It was decidedly bearish. Not in years 
has the producing fleld been so active. New 
fields are found at convenient times and the 
end is not yet. To use the words of an oil 
region poet— 

“There are yet new fields to conquer, 
No matter what they say— 

Three hundred wells have found the sand, 
With ten thousand barrels a day.” 

Danger signals in the shape of increasing 
runsanda declining market have confronted the 
producers for months past, but unconscious 
apparently of the fact he takes no notice of 
them. Increasing stocks and declining prices 
have no terrors for the poor producer to whom 
past experiences with over production, how- 
ever bitter, convey no lesson. Itis drill, drill, 
from morning till night; and drill, drill, drill 
while there is an acre insight. It is the old 
Donnybrook maxim applied to oil: “While 
there’s a head in sight, hit it.’’ 

There is little room for doubt that July is the 
banner month as regards wells. August may 
take the lead on new production, but it will do 
itthrough the aid it may receive from the 
dozen wells now at the sand in Washington, if 
atall. The big completed list for the month 
just past is due ina large measure to the Mid- 
dle Field and Tarkill. This giant-like trium- 
virate have furnished a large proportion of the 
wells and new production, but they are each 
toa certain extent whipped and the remmant 
left after the August drill bas done its work 
will be indeed small. 

The reports as to the production vary con- 
siderably. The Petroleum Age, Era, Star and 
Blizzard, place the July output above 10,000 
bbls. The Derrick’s estimate is a few hundred 
barrels less. The July estimates of the oil 
region papers are given below. You pays your 
money and takes your choice:

The chief topic of the weck in refired circles 
was the new departure inaugurated by the 
German merchants, of carrying refined oil in 
bulk. Tbe Gluckauf, the first steamer of the 
kind to engage in the trade on the Atlantic, is 
now loacing 17,000 bbis of oil at the dock ot the 
Ocean Oil Company and will leave chis week. 
In our miscellaneous columns will be found a 
full description of the new and novel 
craft. The time is coming when the bulk 
ot refined export il will be shipped in tank 
vestels, The Germans will save $300 in wharf- 
age fees, and it is confidently predicted that the 
reduced expenses in carrying will allow Ger- 
man importers to cut out what littie Russian 
trade there isgoing. Dire necessity compelled 
the Russians to transport their oil cheaply and 
quickly, and for some time past it has been 
cheap tra.sportation via bulk steamers and 
tank cars to the interior markets which has per- 
mitted Kussian refiners to do business at Con- 
tinental ports, as itis claimed at agsmall joss.

Petroleum’s Speculative Outlook. 


A writer in the Warren Paragraph ventilates 
his opinion of the speculative outlook which 
contains points well worth considering. We 
give the letter in full, as follows: 

Itisa common question asked amongst oil 
menevery day, “What do you think of the 
market and the general outlook of the oil busi- 
ness?”’ And here is one of the answers: 

Crude oil 67 cents a barrel is certainly very 
cheap, compared to prices in former years. It 
is claimed by producers that it cannot be pro- 
duced at that price and such being the case the 
market certainly ought to advance. All sorts of 
rumors, such as the forming of syndicates in 
New York and the decline of the enormously 
large wells in Washington, and many more, are 
brought to bear to elevate the price of crude 
and yet there exists a prudent disposition io 
the entire oil trade to let the market alone. It 
seems strange that an oil man should consider 
his commodity out of the range of influence of 
ageneral tendency of all things produced by 
man to a level of lower prices. 

The industrious producer pursues his avoca 
tion with equal energy, to-day,as in former

years when oil was $3 barrel. He has suc- 
ceeded by placing a surplus of 35,000,000 upon 
the surface of the earth, and atill adds a daily 
product of about 65,000 barrels additional. 

The price of oil it seems ought to be gov- 
erned by supply and demand, but in that case 
oil would not fetch the price it brings to-day. 
It is the speculatibg or gambling element 
threughout the country that makes the price, 
but that force has vastly declined in conse- 
quence of the disastrous and violent fluctua- 
t ons upon the least pretense, and influences of 
wells or combinations of men in syndicates, 
and many other crafty manipulations, that 
even this branch of the oil business is afraid to 
invest for any length of time. Every now and 
then a great powershifts the monotonous scene 
of low or high prices, and stirs up the specula- 
tive genius and fills many on the short and 
long side with hope and fear, for the holders of 
25,000,000 of barrels in oll certificates must pay 
tothe custodian of the oil their storage ac 
count, and this amount of a necessity must 
come out of the speculative trade For that 
reason the sceue sbifter never forgets to tickl 
the fancy of the builder of airy castles. An 
advance of five cents is considerable of a boom 
nowadays, and this rise is sufficient for at least 
a month to keep the hornet-nest of speculative 
element alive. The man that bought expects 
right off a boom and pays storage for a little 
while, and then becomes disgusted and steps 
out; and the man that gells receives either the 
cash for his product—if a producer—or if a 
speculator he pockets the storage on some- 
thing he did not have, and these latter chaps 
are usually in the majority 

There is no doubttnatevery day the auxil- 
iaries of the great scene shifters of the oil stage 
in New York are well informed from the four 
principal oil exchanges of the status of their 
respective general clearing- house sheets, which 
show the temper as well as the pulse of the 
public, if they were on the purcnasing or sell- 
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ing side, and manipulate by some excuse the 
price of oil to suit their own interests. But 
the great drawback of all against Detter prices 
is the enormous stocks and tendency to cheaper 
times. 

Refined oil is low in consequence of our large 
stocks, and our foreign customers are no bet- 
ter off than ourse!ves,and claim much more 
for their money than years ago. 

It seems folly to speak of the producing 
fields since they are only used as excuses to 
advance or decline the product, whereas the 
stocks in such c»ses are entirely ignored. 

It may please the interest of the scene shift- 
ers in New York to atir up the speculative hor- 
net nest ere long and advance the market up to 
75 cents, or lower the same to 60 cents. What- 
ever excuse will be used none can tell, but that 
there will bean excuse every one can rest as- 
sured, 

Let the oil producers remember that the sad 
experiences which they have parsed through 
in the last few years in various fields by paying 
enormous prices for Janda are suicidal to them- 
selves, and their entire actions in producting 
oil must come upon a more economical and 
cheaper basis, for dollar oil may not be rea- 
lized this year, taking inte consideration that 
every necessity and luxury for the supportand 
enjoyment of mankind are drifting and are 
neariy to the level of times existing on the eve 
of the late rebellion.

A stately new steamship, fresh in all the 
glory of white canvass and new paint,is loading 
a cargo of refined oil in bulk at the dock of the 
This novel 
steamer is the Gluckauf, Capt. Fortmann,which 
arrived in this port July 20.The steamer was built 
expressly for the transportation of oil in bulk, 
and her hold is divided into sixteen water-tight 
copartments approachable only by a man-hole. 
The machinery is placed aft in order to avoid 
having a compartment for cargo with the shaft 
tunnel passing through it. The stockhole 
bulkhead is made double, with a space between 
to be filled with water. The between decks

above the cargo compartments are arranged, 
to prevent the sbif.ing of cargo,at such a 
height as just to accommodate the amo int of 
dead-weight the vessel can carry at her free 
board. Special arrangements are made for 
providing for increase or decrease of bulk 
from varying temperatures. To prevent the 
possibility of explosion of any gus that may be 
generated, or of fire, the electric light will be 
used instead of ordinary lamps. It has also been 
suggested that in order to prevent the discol- 
oration of refined 011, the interior of compart- 
ments intended to carry it should be coated 
with patent enamel. If this steamer is found 
to be sucessful, and there is no reason why it 
should not be, as the ship Andromeda has safe-

The Glucokauf measures 2297 tons gross and 
1508 tons net. She is 299 feet long and 36 feet 
beam. There are 16 tanks for oil in the hold. 
These tanks have a capacity for 2600 tons pe- 
troleum. The vessel is barkentine rigged. Her 
capacity is 17,000 barrels or 850,000 gallons of 
refined oil. 

The vessel is of iron and came from the iron 
works of Sir William Armstrong and Mitchell, 
at Neweastle on?Tyne, whose gun casting fame 
is a guarantee uf her strength. Heretofore 
sailing vessels have been adapted to carry oil 
in bulk, but this is the first steamer that has 
veen so constructed. 

The enterprise is due to some prominent 
Bremen merchants, wh. 83 aim it is to counter- 
act the inroads that Russian oil has made upon 
the trade in Germany. Russian shippers have 
devised an important system of tank car de- 
livery through Germany which threatens to 
severely compete with the sale of American 
oil, and, though the quality of this country’s 
product has gained for it a strong position 
abroad, the German distributors feel it to be 
safer to avail themselves of steam speed anda 
atyle of vessel that will allow them todischarge 
into tank cars promptly on the other side. 

Capt. Fortmann says the vessel behaved ad- 
mirably on the passage over with a water bal- 
last, while he and her New York agents, Messrs. 
Goepel and Trube, regard this opening experi- 
ment as a settled success.

The B. & 0. Not Anxious for the Oil 
Carrying Trade. 

A tank car load of crude petroleum from the 
new fields in Washington county, Pa, received 
by a Baltimore refiner over the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, was detained on the Canton side of 
the harborthe other day because the Baltimore 
and Ohio agent said it was from a competitive 
point. Therefore transportation across the 
harbor to Locust Point was declined until the 
receiver of the oil showed the Baltimore and 
Ohio authorities that their road is not com- 
peting for oil carrying, and the order was then 
given to carry the oil to Locust Point. The 
incident showed that the Baltimore and Ohio 
is not doing much in oil carrying. An official 
of the company said they have sent agents to 
look over the new field in Washington county, 
and the reports have been favorable. 

It is probable the company will build tank 
cars and go into the oil-carrying business if the 
new field pans out well. At present the com- 
pany’sorly oil-carrying territory is the Volcano 
region of West Virginia, on the Parkersburg 
division. Most of that oil soes through the 
pipe line to Parkersburg, where it is refined 
and distributed through the West. Quantities 
of lubricating oil from that region come by 
rail to Baltimore, but this trade is not large. 
Until a few years ago the Baltimore and Ohio 
had heavy shipments of oil from the Pennsyl- 
vania fields, and Baltimore was a large export 
market. Then the Standard Company, which 
controls most of the oi) region, made a con- 
tract with the Pennsylvania road, and the 
Baltimore and Ohio disposed of their tanks. 
But the bulk of Standard’s oil is brought 

through the pipe lines, and the railroads do not 
get much of it to haul. The official said that 
Philadelphia ships great quantities of refined 
oil to foreign ports, and it is an important 
trade to that city. 

Baltimore papers think that city should have 
a good share of such trade but the official of 
the B. & O. did not intimate that his company 
would in the near future make a movement to 
get it for her. He said the Baltimore and Ohio 
is doing a satisfactory general freight business 
this summer, and the volume is greater than 
last year, which argues well for the trade of the 
country. But he did not seem disposed to dis- 
cuss the prospects for the petroleum trade of 
Baltimore. He said the great oil shipping 
yards on Spring Gardens, once crowded with 
business, are n©w gloomy and deserted, which 
fact he much regrets. 
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Russian Mineral Lubricating Oil and 
Petroleum in Germany. 
REPORT OF CONSUL WAMER. OF COLOGNE 


It is a fact sufficienly well known that the 
American lubricating oil is being gradually 
driven out of this market by the Russian lubri- 
cating oil, and at presenta strong, and so far, 
not altogether unsuccessful effort made to 
supersede American petroleum by Russian pe- 
troleum, 

As such a competition seriously affects an im- 
portant branch of American commerce, it will 
be instructive to investigate the causes which 
have lead to this preference in favor of Russian 
petroleum. 

The so-called American mineral lubricating 
oil was first introduced into this section from 
the Paris exhibition of 1867. 

The Koln-Mindener Railway, now owned by 
the government, made the first experiments in 
the autumn of the same yeer with this oll,which 
was subsequently imported from America un- 
der the name of “vulcan oil.’”’ 

The result of these experiments was such as 
t> induce this company to use this oil largely’ 
Generally speaking, this oil gave much satis- 
faction until its quality failed to come up to 
its required standard. 

Its resistance to melt increased to such an 
extent that even at a temperature of +25 deg. 
Celsius it ceased to remain liquid. 


THE RUSSIAN OIL, 

Besides the American lubricating oil a sim- 
ilar oilis imported from Russia, The latter 
came from Baku, on the Caspian Sea, was for- 
warded from Astrachun up the Volga, and after 
being refined at Moscow. Riga, and Peters- 
burg, fcund its way here, partly by sea and 
partly by rail. 

It will be readily seen that the transit from 
Russia is rathera long and round about way, 
and when it is further considered that the 
Volga, the canals, and the Bal ic Sea are open 
only for about five months in the year, it can- 
not be doubted that the American lubricating 
oil may still compete with the Russian 

1t cannot be denied that the Kussian lubrica- 
cating oil possesses some advantages over the 
American, and the chief advantage is, as I am 
reliably informed, that the Russian oil remains 
in a liquid furm at lower temperatures, for 
which reason the Russian oil is better adapted 
for use in winter. 

On the other hand, the American oil has 
its advantages over the Russian, inasmuch 
as it is specifically lighter, and is pre- 
ferred as a cylinder oil for heavy ma- 
chines. The consumption of mineral lubri- 
cating oil has increased with every year in this 
part of Germany, and is extensively used now 
by all railways. 

A cbemist of one of the leading railway com- 
panies here informs me that he stipulates the 
following conditions in accepting deliveries*of 
mineral lubricating oils: 

1. Specific gravity 0.875 to 0.925, at 16 veg, C. 

2. In pouring the oil on a giass plate, it must 
run off clear and be free of sediments. 

8. It must be pure mineral oil. 

4. Burning temperature 150 deg. C. 

6. Freezing point, from November to Febru- 
ary, 10 deg. C.; otherwise +0 deg. C. 

6. The resistence to melt at ib deg. C. must be 
two or three times stronger than in the case of 
rape oil. 

MARKETING ROSSIAN OIL. 


In the beginning I referred to the effort that 
is being made to replace American petroleum 
by Russian petroleum. The firm of Messrs. 
Nobel, by their untiring efforts have so far left 
nothing undone to introduce Russian petro- 
leum into the European maréet. It is known 
that this firm endeavored to obtain permission 
from the Russian government to builda water- 
couduit from Baku to Batum on the Black Sea, 
but the application was refused. Since then all 
possible means have been resorted to for the 
purpose of overcoming the transport difficult- 
ies, and of reducing the freight to such a cheap 
rate as to enable the firm to eust the American 
petroleum from the European market, 

For some time the transport by land was 
made by means of cylinder wagcns, and now 
the experiment has been made of sending petro- 
leum by sea in tank steamers. A steamer of this 
description,the Ferguson,laden with Russian oil 
arrived in the middle of last month for the first 
time at the port of Antwerp. As this is not 
only an event of considerable importance, but 
perhaps alsu the prelude toa great change in 
the petroleum trade, the following particulars 
of this first shipment by sea may be of some 
value to those interested in the American 
petroleum trade. 

Messrs. Rieth & Co., the agents and consignees 
of Messrs. Nobel, have erected at the port of 
Antwerp two large tanks, capable of holding 
1,800 tons. The petroleum is pumped automat- 
ically out of the ship into these tanks,and is 
afterwards repumped into other cylinders for 
further transportation. An automatic weigh- 
iog machine has been constructed by Munnern, 
of Cologne, which gives the weight of the 
cargo. The steamer Ferguson, which brought 
the first shipment, had 38 tanks, 82 of which 
were filled. The remaining 6 were left empty 
as reserves in case of an expansion ofthe pe- 
troleum, caused by an increase in the tempera- 
ture. The steamer is expressly built and fitted 
out for the transport of petroleum in 
tanks, and can carry 1,700 tons, equal 
to 12,000 barrels of petroleum, other- 
wise the steamer could only carry 7,000 barrels. 


By means of a steam pump, constructed by 
Ludwig Nobel, the steamer is unloaded in 
twenty-four hours and reloaded in thirty-six 
hours. 

The arrival of this steamer, with its new sys- 
tem of tanks, was made the occasion of a 
small celebration, at which the burgo- 
master of Antwerp, several notabilities 
of the Antwerp trade, and _ represen- 
tatives of the press were present. Mr. 
Rieth addressed his friends in a shot 
speech, to which the burgomaster replied, and 
expressed the hope that the new undertaking 
might benefit Antwerp trade. 

Without wishing to indulge in any criticism 
on the remarks made by the burgomaster, it 
does not seem to me that the trade in Antwerp 
will be any more benefited by the importation 
of petroleum from Russia than it would from 
America, because if the petroleum trade is 
taken away from America, there is no evidence 
to show that there will be any material increase 
iv the petroleum business. 

Ina pamphlet brought out by Dr. Charles 
Augenot, who has made petroleum a special 
study, it is stated that Russian petroleum burns 
very wellinalllamps of which the receivers 
are not too deep, and that the illuminating 
power of Russian petroleum surpasses that of 
the best American petroleum.

Russian vs. American Petroleum. 


The Leipsic Chamber of Commerce strikes a 
blow at the American exporters of petroleum. 
It says in its last annual report, in effect, that 
the greatest evil in the American petroleum 
lies in the bad quality of the oil, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that it passes the regular inspection 
and test before appearing on the German mar- 
ket; that American exporters send petroleum 
to Germany knowing that it is too heavy, weak 
in illuminating power, and of a discolored, 
milky appearance; that in the selection of 
barrels there is more than usual negligence 
displayed, and that improperly seasoned bar- 
rels, or old ones which are worm-eaten or unfit 
for the purpose of transporting oil, are very 
often used. Thisisatimely warning. Russia 
is leaving no commercial expedient untried in 
order to secure the German petroleum market, 
and a powerful influence is at work in Germany 
looking to this end. The recently revived 
effort of the Imperial Government of Germany 
to tax petroleum barrels as “cooper ware” 
with 10 marks per double centner, instead of 
the present tax of 6 marks tare, which is only 6 
marks per double centner net, is causing much 
discussion throughout the Empire. The great 
shipping interests of Northern Germany,which 
will be seriously impaired sbould the new effort 
of the Governmeht succeed, are considerably 
excited over the matter, and are makinga 
vigorous protest: but the hope that the Reich- 
stag will refuse to pass the measure is very 
slight. 

Only one hope, and that isa very reasonable 
one, is left. An earnest effort will be made to 
have the Government permit all barrels to 
enter free, which are again sent back to the 
United States. A still better way to relieve the 
threatened danger is to transport American 
petroleum intended for the German market in 
ship tanks. The principal objection to sucha 
course would be the blow it would give to the 
American cooper interests. The substitution 
of the tax of ten marks in place of the tare of 
six marks is a measure unsought for by the 
coopers ofGermany. It is a measure which 
has, however, the undivided and enthusiastic 
support of all those who have interests in the 
oil regions of Southern Russia. The prompt 
and vigorous protest of the North German 
shipping interests is a natural thing. The broad 
advantage which the new propo:ition of the 
Imperial Government would confer upon 
Russia, if adopted, must necessarily reduce the 
demand for American petroleum. Especially 
will the Bremen shipping interests, which have 
for many years done an enormous transporta- 
tion business in American petroleum, feel the 
blow. Many ofthe large sailing vessels of the 
North Sea fleet bave for years only been able 
to make the round trip by bringing back to the 
German ports American petroleum. When 
the shipowner and the sailor suffer, so also do 
the insurance companies and the merchants. 
Besides this, the expressmen, the coopers at 
the ports of entry, and workmen will be af- 
fected, because Russian petroleum crosses the 
border in tanks, and stops only at its destina 
tion; while the American petroleum in barrels 
requires much handling, which is done entirely 
by German labor. Of course all these interests, 
which will be seriously affected by the new tax, 
are protesting loudly against the measure, but 
many interests are working in its favor, and 
nothing will be left undone which will help to 
secure atriumph for the Russian oil.—London 
Exchange. 
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Cotton Oil for Cooking Purposes.

I hear some aver that they never use lard— 
nothing but butter, most likely cooking but- 
ter, an offense to nostril and palate, not able to 
escape the reproachable et tu Brute of its fel- 
low malefactors—whose place it would hypo- 

critically usurp—as long as oleomargarine 
hvids the balance of power in the kingdom of 
‘groese, Pure butter is too costly to be used in 
eocli g, except by the rich, or the dairy farm- 
ers. Whatthen shall we use? I answer cot- 
tonsecd oil. It is better, purer and cheaper 





than either lard or butter. Its price varies 
with the price of lard, but is always cheaper 


than lard. It makes fine rolls, biscuits, muf- 
fins, corn bread, gems, batter cakes, tea cakes 
and ginger bread. In some of these compounds 
it renders eggs unnecessary, and in othere 
where they are indispensable, lessens the num- 
ber. Asit boils at a lower degree of heat than 
the animal fats, it is pre-eminently fit for fry- 
ing, and as the frying pan, notwithstanding the 
anathema marantha of the hygienists, contin 
ues to be the American escutcheon, it behooves 
us to use it wisely—not to burn our food in it. 
To this end comes cottonseed oil. In the 
writer’s kitchen, where a belief in this oil is 
part of the culinary creed, fish, oysters and 


croquettes are fried to perfection in it. Sara- 
toga chipsand wafers emerge from their oil 
plunge the very poetry of pot: —the golden 


-Morsels are crunehed with thankfulness. Thus 


do its works praise it. Its immunity from 
burning is one of the strongest arguments in 
its behalf. 

The orthodox Jews have, for well known 
sanitary reasons, never used lard, They will 
have only butter or olive oil. The Latin races 
have always been oil prodigals. They were the 
first converts to the cottonseed dispensation. 
In southern Louisiana this oil is largely used 
for cooking, andin New Orleans every grocer 
keeps it, selling it under its own name to every 
housekeeper who values economy and purity 
of food stuff. 

Food prejudices ure hard to conquer, and the 
mo*ve provincial a community the stiffer necked 
they are in this respect. It is difficult to per- 
suade them that other foods than those used by 
their mothers and grandmothers are also pala- 
table and wholesome. 

The best cottonseed oil is nearly colorless, 
tasteless and odorless, but when just delivered 
from the press varies much in tint, smell and 
odor, and is filtered, clarified and deodorized by 
the manufacturers. It is too cheap to pay to 
adulterate it, but I would advise the novice to 
get a good article, for a first attempt, made 
with a dark. malodorous oi!, would be likely to 
disgust her forever. 

At first the crude oil was shipped to Europe 
and returned to us in enticing bottles bearing 
“Hulle d’Olive” labels, but American manu- 
facturers soon learned the secret of the delicate 
European processes, and to-day as fine an arti- 
cle of table oil is produced bere as can be 
boughtin France or Germany. But it could 
not be sold without pandering to prejudice, so 
it goes out in masquerade, and dealers reap 
large profits from the deception. 

Perhaps the general reader does not know 
that the manufacture of cottonseed into cem- 
mercial products isa new American industry. 
A few years ago cottonseed was despised; now 
itisone of the corner stones of a vast indus- 
trial edi''ce. Where, afew years ago, the seed 
was thrown away or burned in plantation 
furnaces, to day its oil is used for lubrication, 
soap making, cooking and food. Its albumin- 
oids, gum, sugar, cellulose and starch, make a 
fine meal cake for animals. From its waste 
products the chemist obtains ammonia, and 
salts of phosphoric acid; and the manufacturer 
a good paper stock. Inthe South mills reship 
the cake, ground into meal, to the planters 
who furnished the original seed, and then 
fertilize their land with it, making the faithful 
servant minister to the wants of their young 
crops.

Candles and Tallow Dips. 


“Speaking of candle-power,” said a gentle- 
man to some friends standing on a corner, “re- 
minds me that Philadelphia consumes 12,000,000 
candies a year.” 

“Why,” exclaimed a gentieman who had been 
interrupted in a fervid description of the light 
uf the future, and who had pFédicted the time 
when the electric lamp would be as far behind 
the age as the tallow dip of today. ‘I thought 
candles had been relegated to the shelf long 
ago, among the other antiquities.” 

The man of figures faced the man of fancy 
and replied: *Well, they have not, for there are 
not less than 600,000,000 candles burned out in 
the United States in a year—more than one a 
month for each man, woman, child and baby 
in the land, and the demand slightly increases 
each year, notwithstanding the coal-oil lamps, 
the gas-jetsand the wonders of the electric 
light. Even the tallow dip has its uses, and is 
still an article of merchandise.” 

The man of prophecy was crushed before this 
array of statistics, and admitted that the elec- 
tric lamp might outlast the century since the 
light of the tallow-dip had not yet disappeared 
before the blaze of Mr. Edison’s genius. 

The gentleman who had so successfully mar- 
shaled his figures was Joseph I. Keefe, a well- 
known merchant. Referring to the subject 
subsequently the gentleman said: “Although 
the consumption of candles is much larger than 
most people suppose, they are nowadays more 
ornamental than useful, but they have by no 
means entirely outlived their usefulmess, The 
adamantine candle, such as you see in the hand 
of the call-boy at the hotel, or of the cook in 
the household when she wants to go below 
stairs for a bucket of coal,is the most com- 
mon candle sold in thiscountry. Of these there 
are about 6,000,000 sold by the retail dealers in 
Philadelphia. They are short, and will only 
burn for a brief time, for which reason they are 
given to guests in the hotels where there is no 
gas and the proprietor is careful of the pennies. 
The seaside hotels use hundreds of thousands 
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of these candles, especially at the resorts where 
there is no gas, and even at many of the hotels 
where there is no lack of gas. They are also 
used by coachmen in their stable lanterns and 
their carriage lamps.” 

“And the tallow dips?” 

“Oh, the tallow dip has almost disappeared 
from use in this country, but a few thousand 
of them are sold for the backwoodsmen and 
such people as live in the cypress swamps of 
Delaware and Maryland, and in thickets, 
swamps and pine furests of New Jersey. But 
the bulk of them go to the West Indies, where 
they are put to a curious use by the negroes of 
those tropical isles. The ebony natives take 
the wicks which protrude at each end, holding 
one end of the wick in each hand. and rub the 
candle through their short woolly hair. This is 
their standard hair oil, and bundreds of thous- 
ands of the tallow dips are shipped to these 
people annually, being one of our chief ex- 
ports. The ‘Great West’ is also a consumer of 
tallow dips, but the greatest is the West India 
negro.” 


It seems a logg distance from the wooly pate, 


of a Jamaica negro to the altar of a Cathedral, 
but it was spanned by the merchant's active 
mind in atwinkle. “I intended,” said he, “to 
tell you about the religious uses to which the 
candles of to-day are put, as they have been for 
centuries. The Catholic churehes and those 
ritualistic Episcopal churches which use can- 
dies in their ceremonies and on taeir altars 
uniformly buy the sperm candles, which are 
worth about $1 a dozen or perhaps a little 
more. The churches in this city consume about 
200,000 of these candles in a year, for which 
they spend about $25,000.” 

The most expensive candles known to the 
wholesale trade are worth about 20 or 25 cents 
each, or $2.50a dozen. Such an article is made 
of wax, beautifully colored and in fantastic 
shape. ‘Ihe artistic taste of the upper ten 
thousand who use these candles for decorative 
purposes is not satisfied with this pretty but 
comparatively undecorated article. The great 
brass candelabra with which the prevailing 
craze for the antique has filled the homes of 
the rich demands even an improyement upon 
these many colored sticks of wax. The brush 
of the artist adds to its beauty and its cost un- 
til candles at $50 a dozen are no curiosities. 
Upon very rare occasions, when the candela- 
bra are lighted up with such works of art, the 
combined productions of the chandler and the 
painter, the radiance which they diffuse is de- 
cidedly expensive. But the greatest demand 
for these wax candies, decorated with the 
painter’s brueh, is for wedding suppers. The 
wax candles shed a softer and steadier light 
than gar, and bring out more dec!dedly the 
brilliant sparkle of diamends even than the 
glare of the electriclamp Nearly every wed- 
ding supper in this city where such luxuries 
cap be afforded is given uuvder the mellow 
light of wax candles which have been painted 
by handand cost enough money perhaps to 
pay for a modest wedding trip. 

Not less than 200,060 of these candles are con- 
sumed annually at wedding feasts in this city, 
which, without the decorations, cost at least 
$40,000. It is not extravagant to estimate that 
the additional expense for such luxuries is 
$60,000, making a total outlay per annum fcr 
wedding candles in Philadelphia of $100,000.— 
Philadelphia Record.

1 took a run up to McKean county last week. 
Bradford is like a beehive yet. Now let us see 
what causes the long life of this city—that 
many predicted would be very short-lived, My 
stopping place was State Line, midway be- 
tween Olean and Bradford. Thuse who saw 
this place six or eight years ago, and have been 
ata distance since, would naturally think it 
time for the wells to fail to bring forth very 
much money into the pockets of the owners or 
business to the little village. Your readers 
weuld be surprised, as I was,if they should 
stop off a train and learn the condition of 
things Look at one lease forasample. It has 
thirty-six wells on it and has changed hands 
four times. Each owner thought he would sell 
out before the wells would fail, and each owner 
has cleared over $30,000 on his bargain. The 
lease is to-day worth more than it was four 
years ago. John Fertig, of Titusville, bought 
it and kept ita year and made over $30,000 on 
it and never saw his property. The sand is 
sixty feet thick all over this part of McKean 
county and the wells stand shooting as often as 
the owners may wish. This is only one of hun- 
dreds of leases that are holding out beyond the 
expectation of all. When we consider this we 
don’t wonder any more why McKean county 
keops up her vitality.—Cor. Brie Dispatch.

We are advised that the Supreme Court of the United States has 
decided that while an inventor may lose his right to an account for 
damages by delay, his right to an injunction against infringers remains. 


The wanufacturer has appealed at once to that tribunal and con- 
fidently hopes for a reversal of Judge Wallace’s judgement, as it seems 
unjust that men should be allowed to advertise themselves as selling 
the inventor's article when in point of fact they do not.

The ending of one month and the beginning 
of another usually exerts a retarding influence 
upon business, but in spite of the interruption 
the volume of trade in drugs has been unu- 
sually large during the past week. Itis true 
that the demand is almost entirely of a jobbing 
character, but the multiplicity of orders have 
kept dealers very busy and a very encouraging 
view of the future is taken by 
every bedy. The experience of the 
spring makes buyers cautious and none of 
them seem particularly anxious to burden 
themselves with stocks or take more than they 
need to supply current requirements until 
they can read the fsigns of the times more 
clearly. The general tendency of the market 
is upward, and although there have been fewer 
fluctuations the past week, there have been 
some important changes. These are given te- 
low:

Opium. 

The market for opium under free offerings 
of the new crop for shipment from September 
and forward, is weaker on the spot and for 
shipments. Buyers are not inclined at the 
moment to purchase stocks beyond current 
needs. The only transaction we hear of is the 
placing of 15 cases of new crop for September 
shipment at $165 in bond here. Later it was 
reported that bids had been solicited of $1 6244 
in bond here, for 25 cs and upwards, sellers op- 
tion of shipment during September or October. 
The deman4d,for single cases bas been light since 
the opening of the month, and what few or- 
ders have come to hand have been executed at 
$2 75@2 80, as to yuality and holder. There is 
no change in the position of broken packages, 
which remain steady at $2 85@2&74% as to 
holder, with only a moderate trade reported 
within the range. Powdered opium has not 
changed since our lust, and while $3 90 is gene- 
rally quoted, other dealers continue their pre- 
vious quotations of $3 95@4, as to quality. 

The principal feature of the week has been 
the drop in morphine by all of the domestic 
manufacturers. The reason assigned for this 
step has been the steady decline of opium, and 
not as some have intimated—“the strong com- 
petition among the makers.’”’ The demand has 
not been stimulated to any extent by this ac- 
tion of the manufacturers, as buyers generally 
have anticipated this result by limiting their 
orders to current requirements. We quote P 
& W $1 95@2 25. R&S $1 95@2 25,andN YQ@ 
C at $1 80@2 05 as to style of packing. Scotch 
is out of stock on the spot, and is only offered 
to arrive at $1 80@2 05 as to quantity and style 
of packing. 

Quinine. 

The market for quinine at the moment is in 
a peculiar position. The absence of specula- 
tion in the article gives it a dull and uninter- 
esting appearance. If it was not for the 
copsumptive demand which has been very 
good for the past few weeks, transactions in 
the article would be, as one expressed it, “like 
angel visits, few and far between.” As is usual 
at the opening of the month, a fair amount of 
business has been done at 50@5le. The princi- 
pal feature of the week has been the decided 
stand taken by one of the leading city drug- 
gists, who has concluded not to let his Western 
and Texas brothers have all the trade in 
quinine, who it is reported are quoting all 
through the South and West at50c. So they 
are booking all orders for limited quantities of 
prime brands at 50c, at which they report a 
satisfactory trade, even though the margin of 
profit is not very extensive. It is reported 
that offers of 47}4c have been solicited to cable 
for 5,000 or 10,000 ounces of prime makes, 
se.lers’ option, for shipment during August or 
early September, but the indefinite particulars 
as regards the brands likely to be 
shipped, has the tendency to cause 
buyers to be more conservative in their pur- 
chase and not load up so extensively with 
these future shipments, especially when they 
are able to supply their current wants of prime 
brands, as stated above at 50c. The following 
is from a recent circular, issued by Messrs. 
Barber Brothers, of London: The general sta- 
tistical position presents a most unfavorable 
appearance; snpplies from Ceylon continue to 
pour in with unfailing regularity, and the 
latest advices thence report a continued decline 
in price and the season’s shipments to 17th ulti- 
mo to have reached nearly twelve million lb, 
being about fifty per cent Increase over 
last year’s figures. At this port the 
stocks continue to increase owing 
to the fafling off deliveries and in- 
creased landings. The q ntity exportedin June 
according to the Board of Trade returns, were 
below the average, being 8.692 cwt; still the en- 

ries for the first six months are very satisfac-

The usual fort- 
nightly sales took place on the 13th, whena

Domestic makers rep ort aslight falilng off in 
the demand from previous weeks, owing ina 
measure to the free offerings of foreign makes 
as stated above, and their disinclination to re- 
vise their price list. In many cases orders 
have been passed, although it is currently re- 
ported among the trade that a change may be 
made shortly, if the present condition of things 
continues for many weeks longer. 

The receipts of quinine for the week have 
been 4,000 ozs entered at the Custom Houae, 
and 10 cs not entered; also 13 cs for St. Louis.

Alcohol remains firm at the prices previously 
recorded. There is quite an avtive demand 
which, though confined to jobbing propor 
tions, absorbs a considerable quantity of stock. 
The sales making bring $208@210, according 
to quantity. 

Wood alcohol is scarce and in good demand, 
with a firm market, The combination prices 
are unchanged, but some outside manufactu- 
rers are quoting $1 22 for 92 per cent and $1 28 
for 95 per cent. The combination prices are 
$1 20 for 92 per cent, and $1 25 for 95 per cent, 

Borax is easier than when we last wrote, ow- 
ing to the continued lack of demand. Buyers 
have shown no interest since the decline, and 
the market closes quiet at 644@6%c for refined

Bromide of potash is inactive, the ‘demand 
being confined to small lots for the supply of 
passing requirements. Prices show no change 
and may be written steady at 34@35c in bulk, 
and 42@43c in glass. 

Cacao butter is without special interest at 
the moment. The demand has subsided aad 
prices hre somewhat nominal. Conflicting re- 
ports 4s to the probable future of the market, 
are circulated and receive consideration in an 
article on our editorial pages. Some dealers 
are asking 30c, while others are quoting 23@2ic. 

Castor oil shows no improve ment in demand. 
There is a fair jobbing business in progress,but 
no call for large lots is reported. Prices re- 
main steady and unchanged at 17@likKe in 
barrels, and 17@18c in ca:es according to quan- 
tity. 

Cantharides are very firm at the recent ad- 
vance,and some holders are naming higher. 
figures. The stock of Russian on the spot is 
limited and holders are indifferent sellers. It 
is doubtfulif anything could be obtained on 
the spot below $190, while $195 is generally 
asked. For August-September shipment $] 75 
has been bid without finding takers. Chinese 
is quoted at $1 20@1 25, though the Inside price 
j8 exceptionally low, mcst holders demanding 
$1 25. 

Carb ammonia has not changed since our 
last. There is a moderate demand which is 
supplied at 9@9}¢c for English, and 94@9%{c 
for American, 

Citric acid is in good demand though ina 
small way, buyers limiting their purchases to 
jobbing quantities. Prices for English area 
trifle easier and we now quote 61@68c as tu 
quantity. Domestic is in fair demand at 65c. 
Mail advices from London to the 23d ult. re 
port that market as steady at 26 33414@2s 4d. 

Carbolic acid is easier in consequence of 
fveer offerings from the recent arrivals. White 
crystals in bulk are now obtainable at 23@z4c. 
There is a fair demand, but we learn of no 
business of importance, 

Castile soap, Conti white, is very scarce and 
in request. Jobbing sales from store are mak- 
ing at 1134c,an advance over former prices, 
and 50 bxs have been placed at that. To arrive 
we learn of a sale of 250 bxs at 12c. Pure is in 
moderate request, and is quotable at 6c without 
special sales. 

Cuttlefish bone continues in fair request at 
previous prices. The sales making are at 13@ 
18}¢c as toquantity. Inferiur grades are ob- 
tainable down to 10c, but receive no attention, 

Colocynth apples preseut no new features of 
interest. Trieste continue scarce, and are con- 
sequently held at very firm prices. There isa 
considerable busiuess doing in a jobbing way 
at 34@35c according to quantity. Spanish are 
quotable at 18@20c. 

Ergot occupies the same position as at the 
date of our last. There is little doing, and 
prices remain nominal at 35@40c for Spanish 
and 20@?5c for German. 

Glucose is without change, and, with a mode- 
rate jobbing demand. prices may be quoted 
steady at 3@3!40 according to quantity. 

Guarana has been quiet during the past week, 
buyers’ interest in the article having subsided 
apparently.The firmness previously noted con- 
tinues, but no further change in prices has oc- 
curred. We repeat our quotations of $150 for 
whole and $1 624 for powdered. 

Glycerine is selling fairly in a small way, but 
buyers cannot be induced to take more than 
their immediate necessitics warrant.

The demand for balsam copaiba continues 
good, and higher prices are demanded, Though 
no large sales are being made the aggregate 
makes a good showing. We hear of sales of 
1,000 lbs in jobbing lots at 29@3ic for Angos 
tura and 33c for Para. The demand from 
chewing gum manufacturers for tolu, owing 
to the scarcity and high prices for gum chicle. 
continues quite active, though only jobbing 
lots are moving. The sales reported are at the 
rangs of 30333c, according to quantity. Peru 
is steady, showing no further decline, but we 
do not hear of much doing. Fir is quiet and 
steady. 

Beans. 

The activity in the market for vanilla beans 
continues, and prices are still advancing, each 
sale of 100 lbs or more adding something to 
the price. The reported transactions for the 
week aggregate about 3,500 lbs within the 
range of $6@15 for whole. The quotation for 
the commoner cuts is $475, and for the better 
grades of cut bean, $625@7. Buyers readily 
pay the higher prioes, and seem anxious to 
secure stock. Tonka beansare in fair demand 
at steady prices, the sales being generally of 
emall quantities. Higher prices have been an- 
ticipated but no changes have yet occurred. A 
further lot of 1,000 ibs of the parcel advertised 
for auction has been sold at 7ic. It was dis- 
posed of at private gale. In other beans there 
is a moderate j>bbing business doing and prices 
are steadily maintained. 


Flowers. 

The condition of this market is similar in all 
respects to that which prevailed at the date of 
our last. There has been no important move- 
ment in any line and prices generally are well 
supported. Arnicas are in moderate request 
and sellina small way at 9@l0c. Chamomiles 
are in steady demand and bring full prices. In- 
sect are rather quiet at the moment the trade 
being supplied. Prices at 24Q%8c show no 
change. Saffron are firmer, owing to advices 
of small supplies and high prices at Valencia. 
Other flowers receive a moderate share of 
the demand at unchanged rates. 


Essential Oils. 

The market for oil of peppermint is some- 
what unsettled. To-day an effort was made 
to squeeze some of the dealers who were short 
of stock, by advancing the price of tins to $3 25, 
but it did not appear to be very successful. 
There were sellers at $3@3 06, though we heard 
of a sale of 100 Ibe at $315. The range at the 
close was $3@3 25. There is a good demand, 
but small purchases appearto be the rule. 
There have been no new developments in re-

Arnica is neglected, and selis only 
in a retail way at 10c. Beiladonna is selling in 
aemall way at former prices. Jamaica ginger 
is in moderate request at steady prices, and 
shows no further change. Holders quote 10

Ipecac and rhubarb meet with a steady sale in 
a small way within the range of our quota- 
tions.

Chemicals—There has perhaps been a little 
more business passing since the turn of the 
half year, and the few alterations in prices 
have mostly been in sellers’ favor. Taken on 
the whole we may say that the prospects area 
little better since we wrote our last. In ace- 
tate of lime and kindred products the market 
is decidedly better, but consumers are loath to 
believe in anything like permanency in the 
present advance. The estimated total con- 
sumption of nitrate of soda in the United 
Kingdom during the last six months, is 15,000 
tons less than during the same period of last 
year, but the stock is only about 4000 tons more 
than atthe lst of July, 1885, and is actually 
about 16,000 tons less than at the commence- 
ment of this year, whilst the imports January 
to June, 1£86, are over 20,000 tons less than dur- 
ing the same time last year. And sulphate of 
ammonia is higher proportionately to nitrate 
of soda than it was this time in 1885, so that it 
would appear as if the turning point in nitrate 
had been nearly reached. Caustic soda and 
soda ash without animation, and buyers resist 
all arguments for extended forward contracts. 
Thesame may be said of bleaching powder. 
Compared with January to June 1883, this year 
shows a decline in the exports of alkali of 9000 
tons. Carbolic acid makers are disappointed 
at the slow demand for liquid at this season. 

Minerals—Brimstone closes steady, with a 
tendency in buyers’ favor. The total quantity 
exported from Sicily during June amounted to 
17,500 tons, but only about 3500 tons came to 
this country. An improvement may reason- 
ably be looked for during the next six or eight 
weeks. We have a little better demand for 
talc, but the large supplies prevent any ad- 
vance. There isa good demand for native car- 
bonate of barytes,and fresh supplies of good 
quality will readily fiud buyers. 





Hong Kong.

Kerosene Oil—There is little to report as far 
as business is concerned, dealers generally con-

None of desirable quality is on offer at present, 
but a few small parcels are shortly expected. 

Star Aniseed Oil—Smaill sales at $226 per pecul 
are reported, but stocks being nearly exhausted 
closing rates are all but nominal. 

Cassia Oil—Beyond a few insignificant sales 
at $98 per pecul nothing has occurred worthy 
of record. Importers are firmer at the close 
asking higher figures, but buyers do not re- 
spond, Stocks are estimated at about 30 peculs.

Arrivals have been the Euphe- 
mia, with 53,000 cases Atlantic; North Ameri- 
can, with 58,200 cases Peerless; Joseph S. Spin- 
uey (via Yokohama), with 5,000 cases Snow- 
flake, 16,982 cases Electric and 13,018 cases 
Paragon, Deliveries show a further falling off, 
being only 38,100 cases for the month up to 
date, leaving an uncleared stock of 567,500 
cases. The market closes at 3170 for Atlantic, 
$165 for Peerless, $1 62 for other brands, with 
no buyers. 

Camphor—Up to a few days ago, supplies 
continued on a very limited scale, owing to 
scarcity of coasting steamers, which, together 
with a general inquiry for Europe, has had the 
effect of very materially strengthening our 
market, and recent arrivals of about 500 tubs 
were eagerly taken at $16 65@1675.

The past weok, as is usual at this period of 
the year, has been a quiet one ad regards the 
demand forthe various chemicals on the list: 
Since the opening of the month, however, 
rather more inquiry is reported for contracts 
extending over the year, of both carbonated 
soda ash and alkali, and the same may be said 
of Newcastle soda ash for future shipment. 
Bleaching powder and caustic soda are both 
ih light stock on the spot, as at present prices 
ruling abruad it does not pay to ship in exvess 
of deliveries upon existing contracts, Sal soda 
is also higher both for spot and for future de- 
livery. The other light chemicals show few 
changes, as noted below. Mr. D. B. McCulloch, 
in speaking of the Liverpool market under 
date of July 27th, says: ‘‘Thereisno abatement 
in the stagnatisn which characterizes the 
chemical market, but prices femain fairly 
steady. With the exception of an improved 
inquiry for bleaching powder, there is no new 
feature in alkalies. Chlorate of potash, though 
scarce, is quiet. Nitrate of soda neglected. 
Sulphate of ammonia is quiet, but the tendency 
is rather upward. Extreme prices paid for 
Mavuganese on spot. Arrangements have been 
made for the importation of considerable 
quantities, by steamers from the west coast of 
South America, during: next 12 months, 

Heavy Chemicals. 

Carbonated sodu ash 48 per cert, of the vari- 
ous Liverpool makes, continues iu light stock 
for prompt delivery, with prices well main- 
tained. For shipments extending over the 
year tbere has been rather more inquiry, with 
sales of 375 tons reported at prices ranging 
from 1 25@1 30c as to brand, quantity and date 
of shipment. For some special brands up to 
135@1 42¢c is named, with only limited stocks 
obtainable even at this figure. High test has 
also shown more activity specially for future 
shipments, with sales aggregating 150 tons at 
prices ranging from 1 1744@1 2234c as to maLe, 
quantity and holder. Messrs. J. P. Brunner & 
Co. in their circular under date of Liverpool, 
July 24, say: “Soda ash steady at 1 1-32@1 1-16d 
for caustic ash and 11-32@134d for carb ash, 
according to brand and strength. A contract 
has been made for a special brand of 43 per 
cent carb ash for delivery over the next six 
months, at a shade under i}4d per degree. As 
@ rule makers are cleared out for early de- 
livery.” 

Caustic soda ash 48 per cent of the various 
brands is meeting with more demand since the 
opening oi the month. The low prices that 
have prevailed of late abroad for some special 
makes has induced buyers to purchase their fall 
supplies, The sales compries 3C0 tons for ship- 
ment during August and September for deliv- 
ery in the West at prices equal to about 1 174 
@l 20c laid down here. For lots on the spot in 
a jobbing way the price ranges from 1 256@1 350 
as to brand and quantity with sales of 5U tons 
reported within the range. High test is very 
little inquired for at the mofficnt consequently 
values are only nominal at 115@120c asto 
brand and quantity. Messrs. Robert Crooks & 
Co. in speaking of the Liverpool market under 
date of July 22say: ‘Makers are firm, and at 
present decline to make any concossion in 
price, being fairly well supplied with orders. 
Carbonated and caustic ash are doth quoted at 
same price, 1 1-32d for 48 percent. High test 
might still be shaded a fractior.” 

Alkali 36 per cent is meeting with an im- 
proved demand. Values, however, donotshow 
any improvement, the range being from 120@ 
125c, as tou quantity, with sales of £0 tons re- 
ported within the range. For BM 48 per cent 
there has been « good jobbing demand and at 
the close nothing better than 1 25@1 30c was 
mamed, The arrivals of high test BM have 
been very light during the week; consequently 
stocks in first hands are very much reduced, as 
the bulk of the arrivals have been deliveries 
upon existing contracts. Early in the week sev- 
eral contracts for future dclivery were placed 
at 1 15c, but at the close the market is firm uno- 
der reports of a better demand abroad for the 
Home trade; this, with more orders here from 
the glass industry, has stimulated prices, noth- 
ing better than 117}44@1 20c being named for 
future delivery, while tor jobbing parctis 1 2244 
@1 25c is quoted. The other high test refined 
alkalies are meeting with rather more demand. 
On another page of this issue will be found an 
interesting address in relaticn to the alkali 
trade by a we'] known manufacturer, 

Newcastle soda ash 48 per cent for prompt 
delivery is very scarce as the bulk of the recent 
arrival was placed previously for consump- 
tion. In some instances as high as 130c has 
been paid for lots from second hands for 
Prompt shipment. For lots on way by steamer 
offers of 1 22}4c have been declined, with sales 

.of 150 tons reported at 125c. For shipments ex- 
tending over the year tnere have been offers of 
1 20@1 22}¢c cabled abroad but so far none of 
them have been accepted as manufacturers de- 
cline to entertain Jess than 1 250, while for some 
makes 1 27}¢0 is quoted, Theaa prices, how- 
ever are above byyers’ views at the moment, 
who as usual wait yntil the last Moment before 
they fire up, then rush in apd pay almost any 











































price to obtain stocks to begin work with. 
High test is in the same position as regards 
stock for immediate delivery, but for ship- 
mente there has not been a very active demand; 
the price ranges from 144@1 lic as to test,brand, 
quantity and date of shipment. 

Caustic soda 60 per cent for prompt delivery, 
is very scarce; consequently prices are so. ne- 
what irregular, the range being from 275@ 
2 80c as to holder and quantity. For shipments 
extending over August and September the 
price ranges from 270@2%5c as to brand and 
quantity, with saies of 275 dms reported within 
the range. The arrivals of high test have been 
very light during the week, the bulk of them 
being deliveries upon existing contracts, For 
future shipments there has only been a light 
demand, as at present prices quoted abroad, 
there is not sufficient margin to warrant im- 
porters in bringing out stocks in excess of their 
contracts. Consequently stocks in dealers’ 
hands are being very much reduced, with val- 
ues tending Upward3. The sales comprise 150 
dms of 70 and 74 per cent on the spot, at 24@ 
2 55c, as to brand and holder; also 00 dms for 
shipment at 2 45@2)¢c, as to test, brand and 
date of shipment. Messrs. P. D. Carr & Co. in 
their circular under date of Liverpool, July 26, 
say: “Caustic soda has been in good demand, 
with prices rather irregular, but it closes firm 
and makers are well sold for prompt, £8 5s for 
70 per cent and £7 5s fot 60 per cent white has 
been freely paid lately for prompt; but we 
don’t hear of any contracts for forward; 74 per 
cent for prompt is £8 17s 6d@9, and 76 per cent 
£10 15s and upwards. according to brand.” 

The arrivals of bleaching powder have been 
light duriug the week, this with an improved 
demand has enabled holders to obtain better 
prices for some special makes. The arrivals of 
outside miukes to outside holders who have 
been anxious sellers has had a tendency to de- 
press values somewhat, ds dealers being aware 
of their position have regulated their offers 
accordiagly. The sales comprise 50 casks of 
Johnson’s nt 1 4244c and 75 caske of prime high 
test brands at 1 4744@1 5614c as to quantity and 
holder. For shipments extending over the 
year there have been several contracts placed 
at about 1 5U@1 52éc for special makes. Messrs. 
P. D. Carr & Co. in speaking of the Liverpool 
market under date of July 26, say: “The Amer- 
ican inquiry having increased, and stocks being 
very light, the price has advanced a little, £5 
lis 6d was freely paid for hardwood for 
prompt, and this has since been refused for 
August for large quantities; £6, £6 23 6d, and 
£6 5s being asked by different makers, and £6 
5s paid for one of the best brands up to Decem- 
ber, also £6 for another for prompt. As regards 
1857. offers are bring refused for contracts in 
the home trade at equal to £3 5:@5 10s at the 
maker’s works, and the feeling is growing that 
there is a good chance of the Bleach Asssocia- 
tion being kept up during next year.” 

Sal soda, English, is very scarce on the spot 
for prompt delivery. There has been a good 
jobbing trade in progress, which is fast absorb- 
ing the already light stocks in store. The sales 
comprise 175 tons at 95@lc, The market closes 
firm at the latter figures. For shipments there 
has been more demand, with sales of 125 tons 
reported at 87}¢c and 75 tons at 90c, with 90@vic 
being lowest price named for further ship- 
ments at the close. 

Sal soda, American, is in light stock for 
prompt delivery, the warm weather having put 
a stop to further making for the present. The 
sales comprise 125 tons at 87}4@95e f o b, leas 144 
per cent for casb, as to make, quantity and 
style of casks. 

During the past few days there has been con- 
siderable inquiry for salt cakefor delivery 
over the balance of the year. The sales com- 
prise 150 tons at 6244@65c as to make, test and 
date of delivery. Late mail advices, in speak- 
ing of the foreign markets, rays: Salt cake has 
been busier lately, but the price has not 
changed; sales 26s 6d for August at Widnes; it 
is offering at 25s at St. Helens for prompt, and 
at 25s 6d to December. 

Acids. 

Acetic acid is without special feature. The 
active season for this article being over, the 
demand is somewhat curtailed and limited to 
current wants of consumers. ‘he sales com- 
prise 35,000 lbs at prices ranging from 2}4@2%4c* 
as to make and quantity. 

There is only a light demand for oxalic acid, 
consequently values are somewhat unsettled 
by the free offerings by outside holders, who 
do not care to store their goods, The sales 
comprise 15 cks at 6}4@6}¢c, as to make, quan- 
tity and holder. 

Tartaric acid is without special feature, the 
demand being confined to current wants. 
Makers continue their previvus quotations. 

The month opens with an improved demand 
for nearly all of the various grades of acids. 
Values remain steady and unchanged at previ- 
ous quotations, Sulphuric acid 66 per cent is 
meeting with the usual Jobbing demand at 1 10 
@1 25c, as to make and quantity. Chamber 
acid has moved rathe- more freely; several 
contracts are reported for future delivery at 
prices ranging trom $8 £0@10 50 per ton fob, 
as to make, quantity and place of delivery. 


Ammonias, Potashes and Fe: -i!'zr 
ing Chemicals. 

There is rather a better teeling noticeable 
among the fertilizing trade since the opening 
of the month, as many of the large consumers 
have been in the mar«et for their fall supplies. 
Sulphate of ammonia is rather more active 
than it has heen for geveral weeks past. The

Indian Dye Stuffs. 


On the 7th inst. a conference was held in the 
Indian department of the Colonial exhibition, 
when Dr. Watt, who has charge of the exhib- 
ite, gave a description of several dyestuffs but 
little known in this county. The gentlemen 
invited were for the most part scientists, and a 
few uther experts on the subject of dyes, to- 
gether with merchants in these wares. Among 
those present were the following: Mr. Buck, 
secretary of the Revenue department of India, 
from Caicutta, Dr. Forbes Watson, Dr. Brandes, 
Mr. B. H. Baden- Powell, Mr. M. C. Cook, Mr. 
Lascelles Scott and Mr. W. A. Bowditch. The 
conference was semi-private, and we cannot 
therefore publish full particulars of the pro- 
ceedings. We may say, however, that Dr. Watt 
was must enthusiastic as to the properties of 
several ofthe most popular dyestuffs used in 
India, particularly the Morinda Citrifolia, 
which dye a fast red. Some of the dyestuffs he 
referred toare found in abundance through- 
out India, and could be sent here in immense 
quantities. Several uew forms of cutch were 
also exhibited, which it is expected will come 
in for extensive adoption in this country. 

After the conference the visitors were invited 
to tea, and Mr. Buck, on behalf of the Indian 
Government, invited any suggestions as to 
how these dyestuffs might be introduced into 
thiscountry. It was generally thought that 
something mightte done. The writer, as rep- 
resenting the Dyer, calied attention to the fact 
that the first thing was to create a demand. 
Some time ago a cargo of Indian dyestuffs 
were sent to London, and being unknown were 
sold at aridiculous price. 

The suggestion to have experiments con- 
ducted with a view to arriving at the best 
methods of using these dyes, and then to ac- 
quaint the English dyers with the advantages 
offered, was generally endorsed, and Mr. Buck, 
on behalf of the government, has undertaken 
to give facilities for these experiments to at 
once be conducted.— Dyer and Calico Printer.
